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Heikki Mikkola marched onward 
toward his second consecutive 500cc 
World Championship MX Series title, 
not clinching it but making it nearly 
impossible for second placer Brad 
Lackey to catch him, in the Aug. 6 
Beglian round on the famous Citadel 
Circuit at Namur. Mikkola chalked up 
a perfect 1-1 win on his works Yamaha 
as Lackey, on his factory Honda, scor- 
ed a solid 2-2. Lackey is now an 
unchallenged second in. the . final 
World Championship standings — it’s 
impossible. for third place. holder, 


Suzuki's Roger DeCoster who has 129 ` 


points, to catch “Bad Brad's” 214 
total. Mikkola has 252. Maico’s 
Herbert Schmitz had, closed. on 
DeCoster with 127 points to hound the 
former World Champion for third in 
the two remaining rounds of the ‘78 
series. 


Kenny Roberts won the disputed 
500cc World Championship Road 
Race Series event at Silverstone 
(England) in the Aug. 6 British GP 
over Suzuki riders Steve Manship 
and Barry Sheene. Roberts 
completed the event in 55:56.93 at 
an average speed of 87.88 mph 
despite pouring rain which forced 
the competitors to make 
unscheduled tire changes mid-race 
and caused a colossal scoring 
headache. In the one-hour protest 
period following the race, no fewer 
than six riders claimed the victory 
that was eventually awarded to 
Roberts. With one race remaining, 
Roberts leads Sheene in the World 
Championship point standings, 100 
to 92. King Kenny must place four- 
th or better in the final round 
(should Sheene win) to take the 
title. Kawasaki's Kork Ballington 
won the 350cc race. 


Papa's copy of the July 7 Federal 
Register containing the BLM's 
proposed regulations for off-road 
vehicles finally arrived, just a few days 
before the Aug. 1 public meeting in 
Sacramento — too late to print 
anything that you could read before 
attending the meeting. Somehow it 
took the letter, dated July 14, 
something like 13 days to get from 
Sact'o to Long Beach. Strange. After 
reading some of the regs, perhaps it's 
not so difficult to figure out why. 


Among the proposed regs was 
this: “No person, except one who 
is certified by an agency of State 
government as competent to drive 
an off-road vehicle as a result of 
successfully completing a State- 
sponsored or endorsed operator's 
training program, may operate an 
off-road vehicle on public lands 





without a valid State operator's 
license or learner's permit unless 
under the direct supervision of an 
individual 18 years of age or older 
who has a valid operator's license 
and whois responsible for the acts 
of that person, except in areas of 
Alaska ... etc.” 


Also listed in the propsed ORV regs 
was this gem: “No person shall operate 
an off-road vehicle on public lands (1) 
In a reckless, careless or negligent 
manner; (2) In excess of established 
speed limits ... etc.” Speed limits? It 
got worse after that, dealing with 
land-use permits, designation of trails 
and areas by an “authorized officer” 
(who, according to the proposed regs 
has a lot of horsepower), and 
equipment required on ORVs, 
including complete lighting systems. 
Contact the State Director, BLM, 
2800 Cottage Way, Sacramento, CA 
95825 for a copy of the proposed regs, 
then write down your comments and 
send them to Director (210), Bureau of 
land Management, 1800 C St. NW, 
Washington, DC 20246. Your 
congressman should also receive a 
copy of your comments letter. (See the 
Rob Rasor interview on p. 16) 


Several major motorcycle interests 
are involved in the 20th Annual 
Coors/Dirt Diggers’ Grand Prix in 
September at Racing World.

Preston Petty, 
Hi-Point, Robert Bosch, Scott USA, 
Electro Helmets and Works 
Performance have donated 
contingency prizes for the 
sportsman races. 


On three consecutive weekends, 
beginning with the Aug. 19-20 Racing 
World event, Bridgestone Tires will 
present the $20,000 Yamaha AMA 
Pro-Am Summer Series. The program 
continues at Saddleback on Aug. 26- 
27, then wraps up at Carlsbad on Sept. 
2-3. It's the first of the new AMA 
Amateur/ Progressive Professional 
program events in SoCal; more info at

Over 1,200 high-ranking minicycle 
racers from 42 states will compete 
in the Minicycle Grand National 
Championship races August 10-13, 
in Ponca City, OK. This event will 
climax a 46-event minicycle racing 
series that has been sponsored 
throughout the country this year 
by Yamaha Motor Corporation, 
USA. Kicking off the weekend 
activities will be an Aug. 10 
National Championship parade led 
by Broc Glover, the AMA 125cc 
National Motocross Champion 
who came up through the racing 
ranks of the NMA, and Jeff Ward, 
reigning NMA National Champion. 
The Champion of each class will 
receive the Yamaha Gold Cup 
award and winners in five selected 
classes will receive brand new 
Yamaha YZ80E motorcycles. 


Working through Ohio Senator John 
Glenn, a member of the U.S. Senate 
Government Affairs Committee, the 
American Motorcyclist Association 
(AMA) has mounted an effort to kill or 
amend a Senate Bill that proposes 
severe restrictions on grass roots 
lobbying. S-2971, sponsored by 
Abraham Ribicoff of Connecticut, has 
drawn fire from a diverse range of 
citizen's groups, including the AMA 
and the Sierra Club. S-2971, AMA 
Government Relations Director Ed 
Youngblood says, “ could 
absolutely cripple AMA's government 
relations. department and countless 
other responsible citizen's 
organizations. It is a violation of the 
freedom to petition Congress, and a 
government ‘Catch 22’ which would 
penalize organizations who want to 


contribute to better government. It 
apparently ignores the fact that the 
President himself has recently called 
for greater citizen involvement in 
federal regulatory process.” 


A mistake in last week’s Calendar 
section had the Aug. 12-13 Oasis 
Raceway event listed as a 100% 
Pro payback race. It isn’t. Instead 
it’s a minimum $2000 purse race, 
with Sportsman going on both 
Saturday and Sunday while Pros 
ride Sunday only. The phone 
number was also incorrect; the 
right one is 707/994-4175. 


Subaru has just signed as the major 
sponsor of the Sept. 17 second annual 
International Motorcycle Olympiad, 
henceforth to be called the Subaru 
International Motorcycle Olympiad 
II. In addition to doing advertising 
and promotional work for the event, 
Subaru will also donate a Subaru Brat 
to be awarded to the overall winner at 
the Saddleback Park event. 


Harley-Davidson has won. The U.S. 
Treasury has ruled that Honda, 
Yamaha and Kawasaki were sell- 
ing (“dumping”) their bikes at 
unreasonably ow prices. The 
result? Japanese motorcycle 
prices will rise due to tariffs 
imposed by the Treasury.

After reading the letters to your 
newspaper, I agree with much of what 
has been written. But also much has 
been written that was untrue, unfair 
and unjust — especially to the riders. 

I feel, as does Mrs. Fairchild, that 
Mr. Oxley and Mr. Kossuth should 
bury the hatchet; the important point 
being that the riders work hard for 
their positions and pay, and the 
promoters work hard to make their 
tracks a success. In other words, they 
certainly do need each other. 

I resent the riders being called sheep 
or clowns. Certainly if you have ever 
had an opportunity to ride a speedway 
bike, or as the parent of a rider know 
the physical and mental stress these 











boys exert, only a fool would call them 
the above-mentioned names. 

I have grown many gray hairs 
watching my son run over, scooped up 
off the track, hauled to the hospital, 
body bruised, bike bashed and still 
love the sport. He has learned a great 
deal .of sportsmanship — a few have 
not, I will admit — and earned some 
pretty fair money for a young man in 
his early 20s. 

If suggestions are worth anything, I 
would ask that Harry and Louis both 
examine their motives and hopefully 
will come out racing! What is wrong 
with a league action between these two 
groups?

First lady of road racing, 
Mary McGee 


Carter Alsop, in Voices, May 31, 
responded to a “non-fan” letter saying, 
“I am the first woman to be licensed as 
a professional road racer only — 
nothing more.” 

I'm sure Ms. Alsop meant that she is 
the first woman to hold a pro road 
racing license (Novice classification) 
from the AMA — which is not quite 
the same thing as being the first 
woman to be a licensed pro road racer. 

I certainly wish Carter all the best in 
her unique pursuit of a road racing 
career, however, I should like to bring 
your readers’ attention to the real first 
licensed woman professional road 
racer, Mary McGee. Mary, by the way, 
is now Western Advertising Sales 
Manager for Motorcyclist magazine. 

Mary first raced sports cars in 
Phoenix, AZ toward the end of 1957. 
Then, in 1959 while she was driving a 
Lotus* Sponsored by Vasek Polak,

Polak made the comment, “Mary 
should ride motorcycles also, she is so 
smooth.” At that time, the American 
Federation of Motorcyclists was 
sharing dates with the sports cars on 
the west coast. 

Mary's only previous motorcycle 
experience was riding her C110 Honda 
to work. But after some practice at 
Willow Springs observed by then-head 
of the AFM, Wes Cooley, Sr., she was 
granted a pro road racing license in 
1960. As a woman, she was restricted 
to the 125cc class, winning many times 
over the next couple years and placing 
very well overall. In those years, all 
classes raced together, and Mary 
earned the respect as well as the help 
of such riders as John McLaughlin 
(Steve’s father), Ivan Wagar, Ron 
Grant and many others. 

Mary, who stands a slim 5'11”, 
raced a 500cc Triumph in the then- 
new sport of motocross in late 1966 at 
Forest Ranch, or Castaic. She was also 
the first woman to race in the rugged 
Baja off-road events, first in a car, 
then on bikes. One of her greatest 
accomplishments, in my opinion, was 
to compete and finish (albeit 15th in 
the 250cc class) the 1976 Baja 500 on 
her Husky riding solo! 

Mary McGee never received much 
publicity for accomplishments; she 
didn’t seek it. She enjoyed racing and 
just went out and got on with it. In the 
light of all the wonderful public 
acknowledgement now given to 
excellent women racers such as Sue 
Fish and Debbie Evans, I thought 
Cycle News readers might. be 
interested in knowing about Mary 
McGee, a pioneer and a lady perhaps 
a bit ahead of her time.

AMA Grand National Championship/Camel Pro Series — Round 1! 


Eklund’s record-settin

HINSDALE, IL, AUG. 4 


It took Yamaha-mounted Steve Eklund just 
five minutes, 11.78 seconds to achieve a record- 
setting third straight win in Santa Fe Park’s 
Camel Pro Series Short Track National. Eklund 


grabbed the lead from Terry 
Poovey on lap 12 of the 20-lap 
event and went on to lead Jay 
Springsteen and Rick Hocking 
to the winner's circle celebration. 


“I was waiting for Poovey to make a 
mistake,” said Eklund afterwards. 
“Poovey had the best line around the 
track, so there wasn’t much I could do 
but follow. The engine seizure he had 
saved me from making some sort of 
last lap gamble.” 

Springsteen was pleased with his 
second place ride. “I thought I was a 
goner in those first few laps because I 
was so far back, but the bike was 
working good,” said Jay. “I began to 
move real well. I'm not about to let 
Eklund get out of my sight.” 

“If Icount the wages I lost by taking 
a week off from work and the expense 
of getting here. and back to 


California,” said self-sponsored Rick 
Hocking, “then I didn’t make any 
money. I could have done better than 
third.” 

Eklund’s victory marked his sixth 
National win of the season and added 
an extra four points to his 
championship tally increasing the 
margin over Springsteen to seven 
points, 221-214. 

Rain washed out Wednesday night's 
National Warm-Up at Santa Fe as it 
had events for the past three weeks. In 
effect that put every rider on equal 
footing, but the track had the 
advantage and became slick, bumpy 
and grooved. Many riders complained 
of poor track preparation and of the 
rough surface. There were many spills 
but only one serious injury. Marty 
Bushman suffered two broken bones in 
his lower left leg after being involved 
in a spectacular crash in heat six. 


Time trials 


Hank Scott’s 14.215 seconds 
clocking set the pace for the rest of the 
74-rider field to shoot for. (60 would 
qualify.) Eklund, Randy Goss, 
Springsteen, self-sponsored Alex 
Jorgensen and Niles Cycle Sales- 
sponsored Steve Elo were the six who 
would hold pole positions for heats. 
Bart Markel was among the qualifiers, 
but he failed to transfer out of his 
heat. 


Heats 


Action in the six 10-rider heats 
which transferred the top two finishers 
from each was basically follow-the- 
leader. 


Terry Poovey, on the Team Bel-Ray 
Fox Distributing Bultaco, led track 
favorite Rob Beary and his Suzuki of 
Belleville Suzuki on a 10-lap chase in 
heat one. Poovey left little doubt in the 
fans’ minds that he had the track 
wired and intended to make the 
National his. 

Steve Eklund needed four laps to 
move his Zanotti Enterprises/PJ1 
Lubricants Yamaha past the Sure-Fire 
Distributing Yamaha of Lance Jones. 


With Eklund pulling away, Jones was 
left to worry about defending his 
transfer spot from a steadily closing 
Bubba Rush and Scott Pearson. Time 
and laps ran out for the challengers, 

Restart was the name of the game in 
heat three. Gary Scott, the leader 
before the red flag, quickly found 
himself following Boss Racing Frames- 
sponsored Rick Graham's Yamaha 
and the Harley-Davidson of Randy 
Goss. Goss moved to the front of the 
pack on lap four. On lap seven Scott 
moved his KK Motorcycle Supply/ 
Sizemore Traveland Ossa in to 
challenge Graham, but slid out in turn 
one. Scott was a spectator for the rest 
of the evening. 


Tim Cartwright had his mind set on 
a spot in the National. Heat four was 
his ticket. Cartwright aboard a Viper 
Racing Frames-sponsored Yamaha 
made winning look easy. Meanwhile, 
Mike Green was fighting a losing 
battle on his Bultaco Unlimited 
Bultaco with Jay Springsteen. On lap 
eight Green found himself in third and 
on the way to the semis.

time,” said Corky Keener about his 
easy win in heat five. Alex Jorgensen 
oni his self-sponsored Can-Am found 
his second place ride to the National 
an, easy one. 

The sixth heat saw Rick Hocking 
hold command of the event on his self- 
sponsored Yamaha over the Team Bel- 
Ray Yamaha of Billy Schaeffer. The 
race was a two-part affair with a red 
flag break in the action. Steve Elo lost 
control of his bike after getting a 
handlebar tangled with another rider. 
His bike cartwheeled down the front 
straight knocking down both Steve 
Morehead and Marty Bushman. Only 
Morehead made the restart as Elo was 
shaken up and Bushman made a trip 
to the hospital. 


Semis 

The first semi was a classsic con- 
frontation between H-D West/Circle 
Bell Enterprises Harley-Davidson rider 
Scott Pearson and the self-sponsored 
Harley of Mike Kidd. For seven laps 
Pearson held off Kidd until Mike 
decided it was time to make his move. 
Kidd got a drive out of turn four, and 
that was all he needed to get his ticket 
to the National. 





The final semi and the one spot still 
left up for grabs went to Mike Green 
who led the entire distance holding off 
both Eddie Lawson and Ted Boody. 


Trophy Race 

Eddie Lawson needed two starts and 
two holeshots to win the Trophy Race. 
On the initial start, it was Lawson 
putting his Shell Racing Specialties 
Yamaha out front until a crash 
brought out the red flag. 

It was Lawson again on the restart 
with Scott Pearson, Ted Boody and 
Ron Waldrop close behind. Pearson 
held his second spot until one lap from 
the finish when Boody stuffed his 
Harley under Scott in turn three and 
dropped him to third. 


National 

“In this cool weather it will take a 
few laps for the tires to heat up,” said 
Steve Eklund’s tuner Tom Hasler as he 
played a welding torch over the rear 
tire. “This just might give us a little 
edge on the first lap.” The ploy didn’t 
work since there was a 20-minute wait 
for the start after the bikes were 
gridded. But the rear tire barbeque

gave a lot of riders something to think 
about. 

Terry Poovey snatched the lead as 
the green light blinked. In the 
bumping and handlebar-rattling that 
followed, Hocking, Eklund, 
Cartwright and Keener sorted 
themselves into the next four spots. 

On the next go-around, Cartwright 
slipped off the groove losing about six 
spots. Billy Schaeffer moved into fifth 
with Springer making his presence 
known in sixth. He quickly moved to 
fifth on a slight bobble by Schaeffer. 

At about the same time, Eklund 
slipped around Hocking for second 
and moved to quickly close the gap 
Poovey had opened in the lad. Poovey 
began to feel the pressure, but 
wouldn’t budge from his line or let 
Eklund know if he was bothering him. 
Their war covered every foot of the 
track and the crowd roared its 
approval of the close-quarters racing. 

On lap 13 the battle ended when 
Poovey’s engine seized. “That’s a hard 
way to lose,” said a very disappointed 
Poovey as he loaded his bike into his 
van after the race. “I worked hard and 
wanted that win.” 

Springer continuing his move 





through traffic, took advantage of 
Poovey's problem to move within 
bikelengths of Hocking’s second place 
position. “Poovey blocked my line just 
long enough to let Jay close on me,” 
said Hocking. “Without that break he 
never would have caught me.” 

Mike Kidd also had been on the 
move, and on lap 15, he set his sights 
on removing Keener from fourth. He 
did so on the next lap with a bump- 
and-shove move that pushed Keener 
off the groove. 

With Eklund out front, the 
attention in the remaining laps zeroed 
in on the Hocking/Springsteen duel 
for second. Springer chose lap 19 to 
power past Hocking as the pair exited 
turn four. The positions remained the 
same to the checkered flag. e

Triumph

PEORIA, IL, AUG. 6 

“Nobody knows how badly I wanted to win this 
race,” said the exhausted-but-happy Peoria TT 
winner Chuck Joyner. “I’ve been training for 


this event like a prize fighter since Castle 


Rock. I didn’t come here to fin- | 
8 ish second. But nothing would | 


have happened if it hadn’t been 
for Randy Skiver who loaned me 





one of his Triumphs and Jim Messler 
who set it up. I owe a lot to them.” 

Joyner remained unflappable under 
constant pressure from Jay 
Springsteen, then Ted Boody with 
Boody holding off Springer for second 
place as the pair waited for Joyner to 
make a mistake that never came. 

“Now we're even,” said Boody to 
Springsteen in the winner's circle. “I've 
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Joyner’s Peoria TT 





paid you back for zapping me at 
DuQuoin last week.” 1 

“T guess I'll just. have to grit my teeth 
a little harder next time and keep you 
in your place,” said Jay to Ted. 

With Steve Eklund finishing fourth, 
the championship points battle 
narrowed to a five-point spread in 
Eklund’s favor, 225-220 over 
Springsteen. It could, however, have 
been much different if Eklund hadn't 
had some extraordinary good fortune. 

Eklund, fourth alternate for the 
semis after crashing in his heat and 
finishing 11th, found his way to the 
semi after six riders scratched from the 
program. Although allegations were 
made of monetary inducements being 
offered to the riders to scratch, the 
incident was dropped for lack of 
supporting evidence. 

Time trials 

The Peoria M.C. track, with its 
spongy base rutted up in spots from 
the pounding of the bikes, led many 
riders to say that it was rougher than 
usual. However, good weather in 
direct contrast to the usual oppressive 
heat and humidity more than made up 
for the minor problems. 

Rookie of the Year contender Eddie 
Lawson put his Yamaha into the fast 
time slot with a respectable but not 
record shattering 28.613 seconds time. 
A trio of Triumphs ridden by Chuck 
Joyner, Gary Scott and Hank Scott 
followed with Yamaha-mounted Steve 
Eklund rounding out the top five. The 
fastest Harley-Davidson clocking went 
to Springsteen in eighth. 


Heats 


Steve Eklund’s lead evaporated in a 
cloud of dust after only one lap in the 
first heat. Eklund over-cooked ‘it 
entering turn one and ended up in the 
hay bales. He was quickly up, but 
couldn't get back into a transfer spot 
to the semis. Meanwhile, Lawson saw 
his chance at glory and put his Shell 
Racing Specialties Yamaha into the 
lead holding off Sonny Burres and his 
Rick Sekne/Fun, Fun, Fun Triumph. 
Burres charged past on the ninth lap 
with Scott Pearson on the Harley- 
Davidson West/Circle Bell Enterprises 
XR pushing Lawson to third on the 
last lap. 

Randy Skiver sought to put his TT 
expertise to use in heat two as he set 
the pace for the first two laps. until 
buddy Chuck Joyner blasted past as 
the pair exited the final turn before 
the front straight. Skiver and sponsor 
Jim Messler were glad to have two 
Triumphs headed for the National, 
but then Harley teamster Ted Boody 
and Triumph-mounted Davis Racing 
Specialties-sponsored Rick Hocking. 
started knocking on the door. Boody 
got through to second with Skiver 
slamming the door on everyone else 
who wanted his spot in the National. 

The first lap of the crash-induced 
restart in heat three belonged to Don 
Bailey with Alex Jorgensen and Mike 
Caves in close pursuit. Pole sitter Gary 
Scott never got past the initial lap of 
the first start as his clutch fried itself. 

Bailey. on the Concord 
Yamaha/Lillie Racing Yamaha was 
finding the pressure from Jorgensen’s 
Jorgy’s of Stockton BSA a little too 
much to handle. Bailey then found 
himself just ahead of a full scale 
battle between Billy Schaeffer on the 
Team Bel-Ray/Schaeffer's H-D Harley 
and the Tex Peel Racing XR of Mike 
Caves. Caves got the final transfer. 

Hank Scott and Jay Springsteen 
battled for a solid 10 laps in heat four. 
Springsteen won in the final dash to 
the flag although it was clear that if 
Scott hadn't missed a shift on his Davis 
Racing Specialties Triumph, Springer 
would have been second. Try as he 
might, Jay could not match Hank’s 
drive off the corners. Randy Goss was 
a solid third throughout. 











Semis 


Brad Hurst and Rick Campbell 
engaged in a two-way skirmish for the 
lead in seni one.Each semi would send 
two riders to the National. Eight laps 
into the race, it was stopped after 
crashes involving Preston Windom 
and Willie Crabbe. Both riders took 
flights to the hospital for check ups. 

On the restart, Campbell put his 
KK Motorcycle Supply/Kennedy’s 
Triumph-sponsored Triumph 
squarely in the lead and didn’t let go. 
Rick Hocking took’ second leaving a 
frustrated Hurst to see his ride to the 
National go up in smoke. 

Steve Eklund’s ride to victory in the 
final semi was a show of just how good 
a rider Eklund really is. Billy Schaeffer 
held command of the race for nine of 
the 10 laps with Eklund taking the 
lead and the win on the final go- 
around. The Schaeffer/Eklund duel 
was a wheel-to-wheel affair in the final 
five laps with Schaeffer using power to 
negate Eklund’s apparent superior 
handling. However, Eklund was not to 
be denied. 


Trophy Race 

Rick Graham, aboard his ND Spark 
Plug-sponsored Yamaha, put in a 12- 
lap romp in the Trophy Race leading 
Steve Morehead and Corky Keener to 
the checkers. Keener challenged 
Morehead and his KK Motorcycle 
Supply/K&K Insurance Harley at 
mid-race, but got sideways in a turn 
two rut where he had broken his leg 
two years ago and took it easy from 
there on out. 

“I didn’t really have any problems,” 
said Graham, “except that the tranny 
poppped out of gear a couple of times 
on the line. I was worried, but 
everything went alright.” 


National 

The 25-lap, 16-rider National was 
set to go. Relaxing in the pits while 
waiting for the bikes to be gridded, 
Joyner had a confident smile. 

“Sonny. (Burres) asked me_ how 
broke I was so that he would know how 
bad I wanted and needed to win,” said 
Joyner. “I told him that I had money 
only I wasn’t going to finish second, 
third or fourth like I have here in the 
past. It was win and only win.” 

Jay Springsteen and teammate Ted 
Boody emerged from the shroud of 
dust in turn one with Joyner and 
Burres right on their rear wheels. 
Springsteen took the lead over the 
jump. 

Joyner took Boody’'s second place on 


lap two and then passed Springer as 
the pair dived into turn two on lap 
three. From there on the race was all 
Chuck Joyner and his Triumph, no 
matter what Springsteen or Boody 
tried. 

In the short span of three laps, 
Hocking crashed out of the race, 
damaging his rear brake beyond use. 
Hank Scott also crashed losing his rear 
brake soon after and damaging his 
clutch lever. Eklund had moved from 
a third row start to fourth and was 
cutting through traffic like a knife 
through hot butter. 

Battles raged throughout the field. 
There was one for fourth in the early 
laps that included Burres, Pearson, 
Caves, Jorgensen, Skiver and Goss 
until attrition and Eklund moved 
fourth out of grasp of them all. 
Campbell, Bailey and Lawson were 
having a go after 10th until Campbell 
went down. 

Many riders found themselves 
running out of brakes and breaks. 
Some found that they were not in 
condition to wrestle a bike for 25 laps. 


Scott Pearson found that his Harley - 


“ 


got to be “...damn heavy. I don't 
know how I held it up some times,” 
said Pearson. “Peoria was definitely a 
learning experience for me.” 

Eklund made his final move in the 
standings on lap 10 when he passed 
Mike Caves for fourth. Two laps later 
Boody, showing no respect for the 
National Champion, dropped 
Springsteen to third. The top four 
spots were set. 

Pearson took over fifth one lap 
later, leaving Caves no choice but to 
settle for sixth. Jorgensen took seventh 
away from Skiver on lap 19. All 
positions remained up for grabs, but 
nobody was making any mistakes. 

Joyner knocked almost four seconds 
off the 25-lap record set by Yamaha- 
mounted Eklund in 1976, dropping it 
to 12 minutes, 24.77 seconds, and 
making it a Triumph domain. e

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TRIPES AND ELLIS 1-2 
IN SWEEP OF 250(C U.S.G.R 





Team Honda’s Marty Tripes and Jimmy Ellis 
obliterated the ranks of world-contender 
Europeans and hot-riding Americans at the first- 
ever 250 cc U.S.G.P. Held at the Unadilla Valley 
race track in New Berlin, New York, the Honda 
teammates put on a show that few in the partisan 
home crowd are ever likely to forget. 

Marty Tripes, Honda’s Supercross sensation 
this year, gave notice as to what was brewing 
when he qualified his modified production Honda 
CR-250R Elsinore™ a full six seconds ahead of 
second place. But it was Jimmy Ellis who got the 
better start in the first moto. By lap seven he had 
taken over the lead with Tripes zapping riders 
left and right as he worked up through the pack 
from 15th at the start. By midpoint, Marty was 
in second place, and had his sights set on Ellis. 
But the flag fell as the two still battled for first, 
and Jimmy Ellis became the first American to 
ever win a moto in the 250 cc U.S.G.P. 

As the riders lined up for the second moto, 
the crowd knew that one of the two Honda- 
mounted American riders was about to make 
history. But which one? Marty Tripes answered 
that question by pulling a picture-perfect hole- 
shot to the thundering approval of the crowd. 
Ellis was second, just inches behind Marty’s rear 
wheel. The two pulled out a comfortable lead over 


the rest of the pack and then settled back. After 
letting one rider slip past toward the end of the 
moto, the pair cruised in with a 2-3 moto finish 
that left them on top, tied in Grand Prix points 
for the day. A check of elapsed times for both 
motos found that Tripes had barely edged Ellis by 
an unbelievable 73/100ths of a second and thus 
was declared the overall winner. 

Americans won the first 250 U.S.G.P., and 
Honda won in its first-ever attempt at a 250 G.P. 
The abilities of the two Team Honda riders and 
the power and handling of their Honda Elsinores 
had made history. 

The scene in the winner’s circle said it all— 
Honda teammates, resplendent in their red, 
white and blue Hondaline™ riding gear, were 
enjoying the spraying of the victory champagne.

Reid, Burgett ax Pine Top

Broc Glover’s runaway of the AMA/Mr. PiBB 
125cc National Championship MX Series final- 
ly came to a temporary postponement, allowing 
Team Honda into the 125cc class winner's circle 


for the first time this year. The 
youngest member of the Honda 
crew, 19-year-old Warren Reid, 
spearheaded a Team Honda at- 


tack with teammate Steve Wise 
collecting second overall ahead of 
local hero Mike Guerra on a 
Buckland-sponsored Yamaha. 

For Reid, it was his first-ever 
National win, garnered on a new pre- 
production Honda 125cc motocrosser 
prepared by his tuner/stepfather John 
Rosenthal. 

But while Yamaha momentarily 
stumbled in the 125cc class on their 
way to what appears to be near 
complete domination of the American 
motocross scene this year, Rick 
“Lumberjack” Burgett continued to 
win both motos back to back in the 
500cc class, increasing his lead even 
further in the championship aboard 
his Bill West-prepped Yamaha OW 39 
works bikes. Backing up the Oregon 
toothpick splitter was new Yamaha 





teammate “Rocket Rex” Staten in 
second overall with Maico privateer 
Darrell Shultz third. 

The track at Pine Top Motorcycle 
Park was a new addition to the 
outdoor National circuit this year, and 
it received the riders’ approval as one 
of the better facilities on the tour. A 
ski area during the winter season, the 
hillside is converted over to motocross 
for the summer with long, sandy hills 
and tricky off-camber turns to 
challenge the riders’ skills. 

About the only thing riders didn’t 
like about Pine Top was the rocks 
which were mixed in with the sand. 
Not only were the jagged stones 
somewhat painful if you fell or got 
caught in someone's roost, but they 
proved to be bike breakers as well. 
Broken wheels and punctured tires 
were common place in both classes. 
More aware of the problem than 
anyone else was Broc Glover, who 
probably lost the 125cc class win due 
to a puncture. 





125cc National 

Warren Reid proved in moto one 
that the new pre-production CR 125 
Honda, unveiled two weeks previous at 
the 125cc USGP, was good enough to 
win against works equipment. “We did 
do a little work to the cylinder since 
Mid-Ohio,” John R admitted. 

The opening race saw Warren 
power his way into the lead up the 
starting hill, stuffing his 23-inch 
knobby through turn one ahead of 
David Taylor, Gregg Toyama, Randy 
Hess, Richard Coon, Glover, 
Myerscough, Moates, Mosier. and 
Wise. 

David Taylor was handling a works 
RA125 Suzuki as the factory team’s 
replacement for an injured Mark 
Barnett in the remaining Nationals. 
Jeff Ward also made the change this 
weekend from semi-FMF/Suzuki 
support to Yamaha factory 
sponsorship on a production YZ. 

Not one to take things easy, by the 
fourth lap of the race Glover had 
already moved up to second after 
finding himself nearly 15 seconds 
behind leader Reid at one point. Four 
more laps and Broc had whittled that 
lead to just six seconds when he was 
forced to slow. His Yamaha had 
picked up a flat rear tire from the 





track’s,sharp rocks, and though Broc 
tried to ride out the remainder of the 
moto, he was too far back to earn any 
points toward his second title. 

David Taylor found himself back in 
second with Broc out of the way, but 
now with Mosier pressuring with his 
works Kawasaki. Wise had moved ‘to 
fourth by the halfway point with 
Myerscough on the factory Suzuki and 
Mark Gregson on the LOP Suzuki 
fighting for fifth. 

The first moto ended with Reid 
winning by a long shot ahead of 
Mosier, who shot by Taylor for second, 
then Wise, Richard Coon moving up 
to fifth with his Suzuki ahead of 
Gregson, Kippy Pierce and Jeff Ward. 

The charge through turn one for the 
opening lap of the second moto saw 
bikes bouncing off one another like 
marbles. Dave Taylor stuck the front 
forks of his factory Suzuki into Mosier's 
Kawasaki's rear sprocket, breaking the 
chain. Taylor was left a lap down and 
Gaylon was out of the running. 

Marty Moates had the holeshot with 
his LOP Suzuki for, “... the first time 
all year and I was ready to go for it." A 
rear chain adjuster broke for the 
second time of the day, causing the 
rear wheel to slip and pitch its drive 
chain,

With Moates gone,- Broc Glover 
moved up from his second place start 
to take over the lead ahead of Reid, a 
Wise/Guerra battle for third, 
Jacobson, Gregson, Coon and Pierce. 
Guerra would charge his way up past 
both the factory Honda riders and into 
second much to the delight of his local 
fans waving him on from over the 
snowfencing. 


Florida’s Kippy Pierce turned in his 
best performance of the Nationals to 
pass both Honda stars as well for third 
place, but a flat tire on the privateer 
Suzuki would move Kippy to the DNF 
list as well. 


Broc Glover won the final moto with 
ease, but the flat tire in round one was 
all Warren Reid needed to turn his 1-4 
moto placings into the day’s highest 
combined score for the overall win. 


500cc National 


With Rick Burgett; Yamaha was 
holding down the 500cc Series points 
lead as well, but only 25 points — the 
difference of one moto win or DNF — 
was separating the top five riders in 
the class. Rick had a total of 217 
points going into this weekend's race, 
just slightly ahead of Tommy Croft, 
Danny LaPorte, Marty Smith and Rex 
Staten: 

Because Mike Bell was out. of 
contention in the series with an injured 
knee, Team Yamaha was looking for 
some added insurance to support 
Burgett in their bid for all three 
National Championships this season. 
The solution came in offering Rex 
Staten full Yamaha factory support 
and the use of Bell’s works bike in 
place of Staten’s regular Bassett 
Yamaha ride. This change of loyalties 
so late in the series doesn’t seem too 
ethical towards Bassett, but there’s no 
way that a modified YZ 400 


production Yamaha can compete with 


one of the OW 39 works bikes. Rex 
had to make his move if he wants to 
win, and as one of the factory Honda 
riders was heard to remark, “Those 
works Yamahas are working too well to 
be beaten this year.” 

Both motos proved where the 
horsepower was as Croft and Smith on 
the RC450 Hondas, and Burgett on 
the 400 OW Yamaha charged the 
uphill start and broadslid turn one at 
full throttle, handlebars locked three 
abreast. Once they hit the sand 
whoops on the rougher sections of the 
course it was Burgett pulling away. 
Only in the second moto would he be 
headed, and that would be by his new 
teammate Rex Staten. 

The first moto saw reigning 500cc 
National Champ Marty Smith running 
second behind Rick at a variable 3-10 
second margin the entire race. Croft 
could have helped to make things 
interesting, but a thrown chain for 
Tommy on just the third lap left him 
to play catch-up the entire moto, 
moving back up from last place to 
seventh. 

Chasing a close third behind Smith 
nearly the entire moto was a pumped 
Steve Stackable on the works 
Kawasaki. Steve looked his best of the 
season until one of the large rocks 
broke the tricck aluminum rear brake 
stay, leaving Steve to coast the 
remaining few laps back to llth 
position. Tony DiStefano lost his rear 
brakes as well, but earlier in the moto 
while running right behind Stackable. 

Privateers were really looking strong 
as Darrell Shultz, Tony Summey, 
Mickey Kessler and Terry Clark on the 
Cole Brothers Maico helped fill out the 
top 10. Shultz would move his Maico 
all the way up to third by the end of 
the 45-minute race. Staten, still 
learning to ride his new mount, took 
fourth after working up from an 11th 
place start. Suzuki had a dismal moto 





with Danny LaPorte unable to get his 
bike started off the line and getting 
away a lap and a half behind the field. 
From his worse than last place start, 
Danny charged his way back up 
through the pack to finish next to 
Staten, but still a lap down so it only 
counted as 18th position. Mickey 
Boone had bike problems as well, 
while the entire Moto-X Fox team of 
Jim Turner, Pat Moroney and Frank 
Stacy suffered flat tires. 

The final moto of the day produced 
another Croft/Smith/Burgett holeshot. 
By the time they charged around the 
track for the second lap though, 
Burgett was pulling out another lead 
while Staten closed in from behind, 
having passed both Smith and Croft. 
LaPorte was running fifth’ ahead of 
Boone, Shultz, Kessler, DiStefano and 
Stackable. 

But it wasn’t long before everyone 
started picking up flat tires 
again...with this moto Smitty picking 
up the ill luck for the Honda team. 
Rather than retire from the race and 
lose valuable points, Marty ran from 
lap six to the finish (some 30 minutes) 
on the flat rear tire to collect a very 
creditable ninth. 

On lap seven Staten put the move on 
his new teammate and passed Burgett 
for the lead. 

“I thought Id have to settle for 
second that moto,” claimed Ricky 
afterwards, “but then later in the moto 
I began to catch back up with Rex and 
passed him.” 

Actually, it had begun to rain with 
six laps to go and Rex was finding it 
impossible to hold on to his 
handlebars. 

“I had to slow down. My grips got 
wet and my leather gloves kept sliding 
off the handlebars.” 

The Rocket’s second place behind 
Burgett helped to give Team Yamaha 
the points cushion over Honda which 





they wanted. In’the remaining races of 
the series, with Staten now used to the 
works Yamaha, it may prove to be Rex 
Staten putting a halt to Burgett’s 
winning streak. And if so, could it be 
possible by the final race of the Series 
we might see a pitboard signal to Rex 
Staten reading, “Let Rik bye”? 
Overcoming the crashes which have 
plagued him most of the 500cc 
Nationals to collect third overall 
behind Staten was Darrell Shultz. No 
doubt by this fall's Trans-AMA Series 
the semi-privateer Maico rider will 
probably have some type of full- 
factory ride. i e

MIC estimates RARE Il impact 


The Motorcycle Industry Council has waded through the environmental 
impact statement regional supplements of the Forest Service Roadless Area 
Review and Evaluation (RARE II) and have figured an estimation of the 
bottom line — what it’s all going to mean to the motorcyclist. Check out the 
chart and the map and then read the interview with the AMA’s Rob Rasor on 
p. 16 to find out what you can do about tt. 

Field estimates indicate that almost 4.2 million days of off-road vehicle use 
took place on Forest Service lands in 1977. (The Forest Service defines a day 
of off-road vehicle use as 12 hours of use by one person, one hour of use by 12 
persons, or any other equivalent combination.) If implemented, the various 
wilderness alternatives described in the RARE II environmental statement 
would result in the following impacts on this current level of use:

It is important to note that the final selection of Forest Service wilderness 
areas will probably not conform exactly to any of the 10 specific alternatives. 
Instead, the final selection will probably represent a merging of the features 
of several of the alternatives. Therefore, it is conceivable that the heavy 
impact in the Western states could be altered to some extent. The national 
impact. of RARE II on off-road vehicle opportunities could also be altered 
slightly. Generally, however, this analysis does represent the range of possible 
impacts that the RARE II process could have on recreational riding on Forest 
Service lands.

How would the proposed regula- 
tions affect ORV recreation on the 
public lands? 

The regulations set up a system for 
BLM. to follow in designating public 
lands as “open” to ORV's, “limited” 
for ORV use or “closed” to ORV use. 
They also specify that BLM will have 
maps, signs and postings so that you 
may know where you can ride and 
where you cannot. They also set up 
safety standards for drivers and 
vehicles. 


How `~woọould the proposed 
regulations affect me when | drive 
on public land? 

They will govern where and how you 
drive. Some areas will be open to 
ORV’s, while in other areas you can 
ride only on existing roads and trails. 
Some areas will be closed. The rules 
are also intended to help make off- 
road driving safe, prevent conflicts 
with other public land uses and 
minimize damage to environment 
from off-road driving. 

Why are regulations necessary? 
Because off-road vehicles can and 
have damaged the public lands and 
their resources. Some ORV activities 
are hard on vegetation, causing soil 
erosion and deterioration of 
watersheds. Unintentional, or 
indiscriminate use has affected 
important plant and animal life and 
disturbed or destroyed significant 
cultural sites. Protection of the land 
and its resources is required by laws 
and executive orders and that is the 
primary reason for the regulations. 
Does this mean that the 
Government disapproves of ORV 
use? 

No. ORV recreation is recognized as 
an acceptable use of the public lands 
and one for which BLM must make 
provision. This has been emphasized 
many times by the Secretary of the 
Interior. At the same time BLM has a 
responsibility to rotect other 
resources and the public. 

What does an “open” designation 
mean? 

An “open” designation means off-road 
driving is permitted. 

What about “‘limited’’? 

In a “limited” area, ORV use can 
continue under certain rules set for 
that area. The rules may set times of 
use or kinds of activities that are 
acceptable. In some cases the rules will 
limit ORV use to existing roads and 
trails. The rules that apply will be 
posted in these “limited” areas. 

What does a “closed” designation 
mean? 

Off-road driving is prohibited. 
However, some “closed” designations 
may be temporary. 

For what reasons would a closure 
be temporary? 

BLM may temporarily close or limit 
off-road driving in an area, if it finds 
that the vehicles are damaging other 
resources because of wet or dry 
weather conditions, or if there is a` 
danger of fire hazards, for example. 
BLM may also open areas that have 
been closed. 

How will | know where to drive, 
and what areas are closed or 
limited? 

Maps, signs and postings will be 


x 


be available in and distributed by local 
BLM offices. m 
How will BLM select areas that 
will be open to ORV use? : 
Open areas and trails will be selected 
where off-road driving will not cause 
significant damage to soil, watersheds, 
vegetation and other resources. The 
Bureau will also try to confine use to 
areas where there will be the least 
conflict with livestock operations, 
wildlife and other recreational users, 
When will these regulations go 
into effect? 

The public will have 60 days to review 
these proposed regulations and make 
comments on them. BLM will review 
these comments and make appropriate 
changes before final regulations are 
issued some time later. 

Will | have any say in how areas 
are designated “open,” “limited” 
or “closed”? 

Yes. Decisions will be made through 
the Bureau's land use planning system, 
which requires public involvement in 
all planning decisions. 


When will BLM make ORV 
designations? 

We expect 60 percent of the major 
ORV use areas will be designated as 
open, closed or limited by 1981. All 
designations are expected to be made 
by 1987. BLM will make the first 
designations on those areas of public 
land now most heavily used by off- 
road drivers. 

Will | be able to drive an off-road 
vehicle in natural, primitive and 
wilderness areas? 

You may be allowed to drive in natural 
areas if the appropriate BLM officer 
determines that ORV's will not affect 
natural, scenic or scientific values. 
Primitive areas and designated 
wilderness areas will be closed to 
ORV's. 

| understand that many areas are 
now being considered for 
wilderness designation. Can l 
operate an ORV on the public lands 
before these designations are 
final? 

Yes. Permits wil] continue to be issued 
for competitive or commercial ORV 
use in accordance with existing laws to 
protect the wilderness characteristics 
of a study area. 

Can | take a camper onto an area 
being studied for possible inclusion 
in the wilderness system? 

Yes, motorized camping is allowed 
under similar conditions. It will not be 
allowed in a wilderness area after it 
has been designated by Congress as a 
part of the wilderness system, 


What rules will | need to follow in 
operating an ORV on public lands? 
You will need to continue to follow any 
State laws or regulations that apply to 
ORV’s. These proposed regulations 
say additionally that you cannot drive 
recklessly, carelessly or negligently; 
faster than established speed limits; or 
under the influence of alcohol or 
narcotics. Nor are you permitted to 
drive in a way that could unduly 
damage or disturb soil, wildlife and 
wildlife habitat, fencing, water 
facilities, reservoirs, ruins, 
petroglyphs, buildings, vegetation or 
other land resources. Lighted head or 
taillights are also required from sunset | 
to sunrise. 

Will these regulations keep me 
from racing on the public lands? 
These proposed regulations state that 
you must follow established speed 
limits, unless you have a permit. 
Another set of regulations tells how 
you can obtain a permit. Your local 
BLM office can assist you. 


Do the proposed safety standards 
apply to my vehicle's condition? 

Yes. You must have the following: 
brakes in good repair; spark arresters 
in those areas where they are required; 








headlights that illuminate 300 feet 
under normal conditions; two head 
lamps on four-wheel vehicles; and red 
taillights that are visible from 500 feet 
under normal conditions. Your vehicle 
will also have to met noise standards 
that will be set by the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 
Do these standards apply to 
__ snowmobiles? 
Yes, except that you don’t need a 
spark arrester in areas having three or 
more inches of snow, and you. need 
only one headlight on a two person 
double-track machine. 
Do these proposed regulations 
„require me to have a permit to 
drive an off-road vehicle on public 
land? 
No. But other regulations do outline a 
permit system. They require permits 
for: commerical events, competitive 
events and events that involve 50 
ORV’s or more. 
What happens if the rules are 
broken? 
You may have to pay for any damage 
that results from a violation of these 
regulations. Groups not obeying 
regulations governing their events may 
have to pay damages or have their 
bond revoked or be refused future 
permits. Serious violations may result 
in arrests, and court imposed fines and 
imprisonment. 


What is the present status of the 


public lands? ; 
At present, the public lands are simply 
undesignated, except for the 


California Desert Conservation Area 
and several other areas outside the 
desert which were designated under 
previous regulations. This means that 
those areas which have previously been 
open, closed, or limited shall generally 
remain so until designated. However, 
this does not preclude the use of other 
existing authorities to open, close, or 
limit areas as needed for reasons other 
than ORV use. Closures or limitations 
might be because of withdrawals for 
habitat preservation, public safety, 
resource protection, etc. Wilderness 
areas, big-game wintering areas, 
critical watersheds can be protected 
even though designations have not 
been made. 

What about ORV use on the 
California Desert, ‘where 
designations already have been 
made by BLM under the ICMP 
(Interim Critical Management 
Program)? 

The ICMP was developed in 1973 
under previous regulations, and has 
been tested and upheld in two separate 


federal court actions. The 
designations used in the ICMP — 
open, closed and restricted — in 


response to E.O. 11644 remain in 
effect. The Federal Land Policy and 
Management Act (Section 601) 
established the California Desert 
Conservation Area and required BLM 
to complete a land use plan for the 
area by September 30, 1980. ORV use 
will be one of the many land uses in 
the desert to be considered in the plan, 
which may result in adjustment to the 
ICMP. This process will adapt readily 
to the new regulations. 

Are any other areas designated? 
Yes. These include the Cow Mountain 
and Knoxville areas in the Ukiah 
District and the Clear Creek and 
Panoche Hills areas in the Folsom 
District of California.

Leading the fight for motorcyclists’ right to land

With the threat of whole-scale land closures on the 
horizon, motorcyclists must band together and fight. 
Heading the fight ts the Government Relatzons 
Department of the American Motorcyclist 
Association, led by land-use specialist Rob Rasor and 
Department head Ed Youngblood. Rasor took time 
off from a succession of meetings in the western 
United States to discuss the problems facing 
motorcyclists in the form of two massive wilderness 
inventories. 

We have two agencies that are going through a 
review process to declare their land, or portions of 
their land, wilderness. Would you clarify that? 
Well, first of all, the two agencies involved are the 
United States Forest Service, an agency of the 
Department of Agriculture, and the Bureau of Land 
Management, which is an agency of the Department 
of Interior. The programs are entirely separate, with 
different criteria for identifying what will be studied 
as wilderness and what will ultimately be included as 
wilderness. 

The Forest Service program, called RARE II, 
which is an acronym for Roadless Area Review and 
Evaluation — second time around — is much further 
along in its program development than is the BLM 
Wilderness Review process. RARE II has been in 
existence since March of 1977 and will conclude at 
the end of September, 1978 when they have 
completed their inventories and received public 
comment on those inventory areas. 

From there they will then go and determine one of 
three categories for the lands studied. They'll either 
be designated wilderness and will be included in the 
administration recommendations to Congress; or 
they'll be identified for further study and sort of 
remain in a holding pattern similar to wilderness 
study classification, in that they will have a different 
interim management applied to them. Finally, those 
lands found not to be suitable will be released for 
multiple-use management. 

The BLM'’s program, which was just begun this 
year, went through the elaborate Wilderness Review 
Procedure public comment period. This is the 


procedure that had a very broad definition of roads 
that greatly affected the southern California desert. 
It now is waiting for evaluation of the public 
comments received on their wilderness review 
procedures. From that they will then determine a 
measuring program on what lands of the 450 million 
acres managed by the Bureau of Land Management 
will actually be identified as wilderness. Those are 
the two programs we're really talking about, each of 
which has a pretty broad potential for affecting the 
off-road motorcyclist.

Does the AMA have an organized response plan for 
RARE II? 

Yes. For RARE II we've developed a program outline 
to communicate the significance of the program to 
the motorcyclist. The nature of RARE II is such that 
the criteria for wilderness is somewhat relaxed to 
make sure that all areas that could be potentially 
defined as wilderness will be included. 

Some of the things that we're utilizing to spread 
the word on what RARE II is, and the areas that are 
affected, are regional bulletins which define specific 
areas that are included in the environmental impact 
statements for RARE II. There are 20 of these EIS's 
that require public comment in addition to the draft 


environmental impact statement. We've developed a 
national/regional map that we're distributing with a 
comprehensive fact sheet on RARE II that basically 
draws a line around all 20 of the regions. So if 
someone has an interest area other than the one they 
perhaps live in, they will know where and how to go 
about getting hold of the regional supplement for 
that area. 

In addition, we are utilizing special paper to 

identify the RARE II news release — to separate 
them from the normal AMA news releases — and 
draw more attention to it. These are being 
distributed to our 1500 clubs around the country so 
that they become more tuned in to what the problem 
is. RARE II réquires specific information on each of 
the proposals. That makes it extremely difficult for a 
national association to do more than make general 
comments. We are: increasingly more dependent 
upon the individual rider to give us feedback. And 
the Forest Service is dependent on the individual 
rider to gain feedback on areas that are important to 
their particular activities. Obviously we can't be 
familiar with every area within the 20 regional 
supplements. : 
RARE II lists 10 alternatives, ranging from n 
action, which would be a holding pattern, to total 
non-wilderness allocation to total wilderness 
allocation with several shades of gray in between. 
Have you given this much attention? 
In most cases, the Forest Service, or whatever agency 
is putting out the EIS, has a recommended 
management alternative that they would prefer. In 
this instance, they've chosen not to do that, so that 
they would not bias the input. 

We have not formulated what I would call the best 
alternative for motorcycling in reviewing the various 
alternatives at this juncture. One of the things we're 
hoping for is some feedback from riders on some of 
the critical areas to tell us what they think is the best 
alternative for their location. 

Motorcycle Industry Council did an interesting 
correlation between the various management 
alternatives and their impact on potential off-road 








motorcycling activity as it’s discussed in the EIS’s. 
The preliminary investigation that the MIC has done 
on this indicates that the states with the greatest 
possible impact are California, Colorado, Oregon, 
Montana and Washington. These states could 
account as much as 65% of the total loss of acreage 
to off-road riding opportunities under RARE II, 
depending on which management alternatives were 
selected. 

Within this, there is a brief discription of each 
management alternative and the impact as far as 
absoltue user days that would be affected and the 
total percentage of acreages involved. It gives a 
pretty good discussion of the various alternatives and 
what their impacts on preceived off-road 
motorcycling activity actually are within the RARE 
II process.

The off-road motorcyclist who is not involved with 
an AMA club — how does he deal with RARE IT? 
We've tried to take that into consideration, 
recognizing that there are a lot of them out there who 
are not AMA members or affiliated with AMA clubs. 
One of the approaches we're taking is through these 
identified press releases that we're sending to all the 
motorcycle media, trying to get in some publication 
that the enthusiast will read. That's about the only 
avenue we have of really trying to communicate with 
the user. 

We're also working closely with the Motorcycle 
Dealers Association, mailing this same type of 
information to them in hopes that they'll post it 
within their dealerships so that riders coming into 
their shops will have an opportunity to review it also. 

Without question, this has to be one of the most 
difficult communication processes for a program of 
this magnitude that we've had to face, and that's one 
of the reasons why it’s so important that we make 
every attempt. 

The rider, to get information, the EIS, goes 
through the Forest Service? 

That’s right. If he has an interest in a particular 
forest, let’s say in southern California, if it’s the 
Cleveland National Forest or the Los Angeles 
National Forest, specific information about where he 
can get his regional supplement can be obtained 
from the Forest Headquarters there, or the regional 
Forest Service office that manages his area. In 
California, that office is in San Francisco. Other 
states or regions would have to be obtained also from 
a local Forest Service to get the actual regional 
supplement. If there are questions, the AMA would 
be happy to provide the addresses for a specific forest 
or specific area that a rider might be interested in. 
Once the rider gets the information he needs, how 
does he make his feedback most effective? 

Each one of the supplemental EIS’s discusses in detail 
the individual roadless areas which have been 
inventoried for potential wilderness. I think that it 
would be important for him to just briefly assess 
whether these areas include popular or traditional 
riding areas that he’s utilized. That, I think, is the 
most critical issue that the off-road motorcyclist 
faces. If he determines that it does, it’s important 
that he let the Forest Service know that this is a 
traditional motorcycling area, and that he values this 
opportunity and experience provided in this area, 
and that he wants this opportunity preserved. 

He would just provide that in a letter and send it to 
the address within the EIS that he happens to be 
reviewing. We'd like him to send us a copy of his 
letter or communication so that we can incorporate 
his thoughts in the comments we make from the 
national office. And, hopefully with the comment 
from the local level and the national level, we can 
make specific points about specific areas that are of 
value to the individual rider. 

Is there anything else you would like to say about 
RARE II? 

Well, it’s a very difficult process and it’s been one of 
the most lengthy and most involved land planning 
processes any government agency has ever 
undertaken. 

It has come under a lot of criticism from 
recreationists, from the timber industry, and from 
the environmental organizations. 

It was designed originally as a be-all, end-all to 
wilderness inventory so that the other land 


management processes could continue without the 
normal conflict of lawsuits, etc., that we often see 
associated with wilderness proposals. Hopefully this 
will end it, but in all likelihood, it might not. 

So the motorcyclist, I think, will have to become 

increasingly attuned to those areas that he wants to 
utilize or is utilizing for recreation. He's going to 
have to develop a protective instinct, and that the 
RARE II process is a major opportunity for him to 
sharpen those protective or self-preservation instincts 
that he’s going to need. 
Let’s switch fields and go over the BLM program. 
In 1976 the BLM came under the Federal Land 
Policy and Management Act. Most of us know that as 
the Organic Act. Part of that, of course, required 
that all of the BLM lands, 450 million acres of them 
in the U.S. and Alaska, be inventoried for wilderness 
potential. 

Unlike the liberty the Forest Service has, the BLM 
doesn’t have the authority to say an area cannot be 


wilderness, or kick it out. Only Congress has that 


authority once an area has been identified as 
roadless. So at the beginning of the process, the BLM 
came up with the definition of a road and 
incorporated it in our wilderness review procedure 
that they put out for public comment. 

The reaction of the recreation community — 
motorcycling and all those together — is no secret. 
It outraged most people — the suggestion that they 
would specifically discriminate against the off-road 
vehicle and his driving back and forth, whether he 
did it regularly or not, wouldn’t qualify as road. So 
the center-thrust of the opposition to the BLM 
Wilderness Review Procedure was the definition of 
roads. 





In addition to that, there were suggestions within 
the BLM Wilderness Review Procedure that their 
definition for wilderness was also somewhat relaxed. 
There were suggestions that rehabilitation might be 
utilized to make areas suitable for wilderness. There 
is no authorization for: rehabilitation in either the 
Wilderness Act of 1964 or the Federal Land Policy 
and Management Act. 

But at present, the time frame for wilderness 
inventories stretches through 1990, with the 
exception of the Southern California Desert 
Conservation Area, which must complete its 
wilderness inventory by 1980. That puts sort of an 
accelerator on the wilderness inventory and review 
procedures for the southern California area, where 
there’s so much riding acitivity now. It’s been 
suggested by some that as much as 75% of the 
southern California desert could be defined or 
identified as roadless, utilizing the definition the 
BLM came out with in their review procedures. We 
don’t think that ultimately that’s going to happen, 
but it’s certainly a posibility with that definition. 
They also have a criteria called “wilderness 
values.” Once an area has been identified as 
roadless, will it be held up or put off limits till they 
get around to deciding wilderness values? 


That’s one of the real dangers in the whole wilderness 
process. I think it would be fair to say that the AMA, 
and most motorcyclists are not diametrically opposed 
to the designation of wilderness as a resource. But the 
problem comes in with this wilderness value and the 
interim management procedures that are 
implemented when the area is first identified as a 
potential wilderness, and occur between 
identification and actual designation by Congress. 

It could be a period as long as two to seven or 15 
years before it falls out of the interim management 
period and is actually made a wilderness or is thrown 
out. 

The laws that the BLM is operating under say that 
it must be managed so as to preserve the wilderness 
values. That’s a little bit of a loose statement, but I 
think we can all be pretty well assured that that 
statement could drastically affect off-road vehicle 
activities because who’s to say that our use is not 
going to impair wilderness values. 

You say that the BLM is working on two levels. 
One is the California level and the other is for the 
rest of the country, which is just getting underway 
now. 

Well, the Wilderness Review procedures have not 
been finalized yet. They've been submitted to public 
comment and now the BLM is massaging them to 
come out with the formal guidelines, or structure, or 
what procedure they'll use to identify wilderness on 
their 450 million acres. 

Because of the time frame involved, however, 
they'll be going ahead with tentative inventories and 
identification of areas in southern California. If the 
review procedures are drastically changed from the 
draft proposals that we've all reviewed, then they'll 
have to re-evaluate those areas already inventoried. 

However, the rest of the United States, or those 
other remaining acres, will probably not begin their 
inventory until the actual finalizing of the review 
procedures to be used. 

Has the BLM announced a date when they’ll have 
the procedures finalized? ` 

The final review procedures will be out, I think, at 
the end of September or the first part of October. 
That’s when they're programmed to be finalized. 
Do you think the chances are good that the 
definition of a road will have been changed? 

It’s difficult to say what any bureaucracy is going to 
do, or how they're going to react to public sentiment. 
It’s easy to see that they've come under a good deal of 
pressure and criticism for the definition they are 
utilizing for a road. I would like to think that as a 
result of the input they have received and the 
criticism they have been subjected to, the definition 
will change. Realistically, we won’t know until the 
final plans actually come out. 

If the definition of roads have not changed despite 
all the input, has the AMA considered any 
alternatives? 

Well, given the potential for impacting our 
recreation, and the amount of BLM land utilized by 
our members and motorcyclists in general, we would 
have to look real close at what the possibilities would 
be of a lawsuit involving that definition. 

We know that the BLM feels the definition is 
defensible. However, we think it departs drastically 
enough from the criteria established within the 
Wilderness Act and the guidelines of the Federal 
Land Policy and Management Act, that it might be 
challengable. And that, I think, is one of the more 
drastic alternatives we're looking at. But given the 
magnitude of the program and the potential impact 
of it, its one that we're going to have to look real 
close at if the definition is not changed.

Now we got back to the question of how the 
individual rider fights the BLM program. How 
does he save his riding land? 

Well, primarily at this point, the best thing he can do 
if he failed to comment or let somebody know how he 
felt about the wilderness review procedures, is to 
become closely attuned to the inventory process that 
each of the BLM districts will be conducting. And it 
is going to have to be an individual effort, though 
maybe it could be a club project. But once the 
inventory begins and continues, the rider is going to 
have to stay attuned. It’s going to be a long-term

project and it’s going to be difficult. But the interest 
is going to have to be generated if we expect to have 
future riding opportunities on BLM land. 

I would also suggest that a positive gesture might 
be worthwhile. If riders, clubs, district organizations, 
or whatever, are familiar with areas that they think 
may legitimately conform to wilderness criteria and 
that they think are worth preserving, they should go 
forth and offer these. Make some postive gestures and 
don't always be negative, because I think we're going 
to have plenty of opportunity for negativity in the fu- 
ture. Some positive gestures up front help build your 
credibility which is important when you're dealing 
with federal agencies and other user organizations. 
The same would apply to the RARE II program? 
Very much so. 

Most of us are voters, and as such, are the 
constituency of Congressmen and Senators. How 
do we use that force, or potential force before the 
BLM and RARE II wilderness progams get to 
Congress for a final decision? 

Good point. As you indicated, Congress is the one

who is ultimately going to decide what is wilderness 
and what is not. We're now in an election year. It 
wouldn’t be a bad idea to find out what your 
particular Representative or Senator feels about 
wilderness. Have him get some feel for what he 
believes wilderness actually should and should not 
be. There seems to be a great divergence among 
opinions as to what an actual wilderness area ought 
to be — whether it should be a pure wilderness as 
defined by the Wilderness Act, or whether it should 
be a relaxed definition that would preserve some 
other resource. 

Before the programs are over, there are going to 
be a number of other election years, I think it’s the 
responsibility of the rider as a citizen, and as a voter 
and as a taxpayer, to find out what these people 
think about it and to try and base their votes on that. 
Let them know that you are basing your votes on how 
their decisions will affect your recreational 
opportunities. 

The AMA has developed what we've titled, “A 
Political Activities Handbook,” which was designed 
to give some guidelines to clubs or individuals who 
want to try and impact the political process, with 
their Congressman or Senator. I think some of the 
steps outlined in that could be of great value in 
impacting the RARE II and BLM processes. 

If an area is declared wilderness, doesn’t the Forest 
Service find itself restricted in terms of, say, fire 
control? 

I think there’s some misunderstanding about what 
the Forest Service can and can’t actually do in a 
wilderness. Under extreme circumstances they can 
involve themselves in fire control and, for that 
matter, disease control. Santa Barbara, last year, 





was a good example. A wilderness area burned up 
there and they actively fought it with mechanized 
equipment. So they have that authority. 

The thing that is primarily affected is mechanized 
recreation and that’s just about it. Basically, you're 
not permitted to go into wilderness with anything 
that involves a motor. You can pack in, either on foot 
or on horseback. You can go in and fish and hunt, 
but you have to bring your game out by foot; carry it 
out, or pack it out. 

It extensively limits the access to our natural 
resources by the infirm, the aged, or those who are 
not in the best of health and can’t endure that type of 
packing experience. To me, that is the real impact of 
wilderness on recreation.

What about the economic impact of wilderness on 
specific regions? 

This is an area of great concern, particularly to those 
who are dependent on the timber industry for their 
livelihood. Recreation is also included when you 
think of the peripheral public services that derive an 
income from recreationists coming into 
communities. 

Wilderness proposals in some states have actually 
devastated the timber industry with interim 
wilderness study areas that aren’t wilderness, but 
can’t be utilized, have actually put a freeze on timber 
harvests and limited recreation extensively because 
there is no access permitted. 

So wilderness has the ability to cripple certain 
areas and if finally designated, certainly reduce the 
economic potential existent within a confined area. 
And with the economy going the way itis... 

Yes. One of the concerns that have been expressed by 
the Carter administration is the potential for the 
RARE II inventory to further cripple the economy. 
Carter has recently considered ordering certain areas 
opened up to expand the timber harvest, to put more 
timber on the market and hopefully reduce the cost 
of lumber, housing costs, etc., etc. 

Any final comments? 

(Ed Youngblood, who accompanied Rasor to the 
interview, said, “If anybody has any specific 
recommendations about their site, be sure and get 
them to us by mid or late August.”’) 

The Association wants very much to represent the 
interests of motorcyclists on both these issues. 
Without the input from the riders, it’s going to be 
extremely difficult for us to do that effectively. The 
magnitude of the two issues is such that, without pro- 
per input, we're going to be left at the starting gate 
when the land allocation decisions are actually made. 
So we want the input and we're searching for it.

KARLSKOGA, SWEDEN, JULY 22-23 


Barry Sheene won the Swedish Grand Prix at 


Karlskoga on Sunday 


to cut Kenny Roberts’ 


lead in the 500cc World Championship point 
standing to just three points with only three 


rounds to go. 

Sweden is Sheene’s lucky 
country. He’s won the 500cc 
race at the TT there for the past 
four years, but even those victories 


that have clinched the title for the past 
two years can hardly have been more 
satisfying than Sunday's success. 

While Sheene came through from 
the back to catch and pass quick- 
starting Wil Hartog, Kenny Roberts 


was having a day he would rather have 
forgotten. On Friday he crashed in 
practice injuring his thumb. The doc- 
tors wouldn’t let him ride again until 
Saturday, and the thirteen laps he 
managed were not enough to sort out 
the right combination of tyres or 
correct carburetion. 

Kel Carruthers changed the carbs 
and made a guess, but his hunch was 
wrong and a stiff throttle did not help. 
Kenny's rear tire had him in trouble 
too and he limped home seventh to see 
his lead cut from 14 points to three. 








It might have well been less than 
that if Steve Parrish had not run out of 
fuel. While Kenny struggled, Stavros 
hurried on and was close on his tail 
when disaster struck and Parrish ran 
out of fuel. The local fire chief had 
banned refuelling but quick-thinking 
Martin Brookman grabbed the tank 
from Michel Rougérie’s parked bike 
and Steve went out again too late to 
score points. 

If Barry was happy with his day's 
work, Gregg Hansford should have 
been delighted. The tall, blond 
Australian Kawasaki works rider took 
to the Karlskoga track like a duck to 
water and in practice his best 350cc 
lap on the in-line twin was quicker 
than the best five-hundreds. 

Gregg proved it was no fluke with a 
great win in the 350cc event from 
fellow Kawasaki teamster Kork 
Ballington. That had no real effect on 
Ballington’s huge lead in that class, 
but it moved Gregg into second spot in 
the championship table ahead of 
Yamaha’s Takazumi Katayama who 
finished in third. 

Katayama said that his twin just 
could not match the acceleration of 
the disc-valve Kwackers but with 
quicker circuits like Imatra and Silver- 
stone coming up, he might stand a 
better chance of success. 

Hansford won the 250cc race with 
Ballington again in second place - a 
result that does effect the title 
positions. The gap is down just three 
points between Ballington and Hans- 
ford. 

The other works Kawasaki man, 
Mick Grant, had a tough time. He 
proved in practice that this form is 
close to being 100 per cent, but in the 
350cc race the Kawasaki would not 
fire up and he was almost last away 
before pulling through to finish ninth. 

His start was better in the 250cc 
race. From the front row of the grid he 
looked set for a top six position. But 
after just a handful of laps an oil seal 
blew and he coasted to a standstill. 

In the 125cc race, Eugenio Laz- 
zarini (MBA) saw his lead on the title 
chase cut to ribbons, when an ignition 
cable broke early on. With his 
retirement the Minarelli partnership 
of Pier Paolo Bianchi and Angel Nieto 
coasted a convincing first two places, 
though Frenchman Thierry Espie on 
the works Motobecane never gave up 
trying. 

Clive Horton looked at home in the 
pocket-handkerchief track and 
finished seventh behind the factory- 
supported Morbidelli of Jean-Luis 
Guinbodet. 

Sheene’s 500cc win was a fine boost 
for Britain, but the performance of 
19-year-old Clive Padgett in the 350cc 
race would have gladdened the heart 
of British racegoers. 

Clive was locked in a superb four- 
man dice with Vic Soussan, Michel 
Rougerie and Mick Grant for more 
than eight laps. 

It was hard to tell that the teenager 
was in his first season of grand prix 
racing as he outbraked and at times 
outrode the opposition. Finally his 
crankshaft failed. 

He proved this was no flash in the 
pan, though, in the 250cc race which 
followed. He caught and passed 
reigning world champion Mario Lega 
on the factory Morbidelli, and sur- 
vived strong pressure in the closing 
stages to finish sixth ahead of the 
talented Italian. 

Clive was impressive at Nogaro, 
venue of the French GP, and though 
that track and Karlskoga are similar to 
British short circuits, the fact remains 
that Padgett shows intelligence, skill 
and stamina. 

In that 250cc race he was not far 
behind John Ekerold and Tom Herron 
who had a good race long dice

Kenny Roberts gave the 250cc race 
a miss as well, but out of choice. He 
decided that 76 laps, including the

500cc battle straight after, were just 
too much. 


It most certainly would have been, 
too, because Kenny was up in third 
spot behind Hartog and Sheene soon 
after the start of the race. But he soon 
dropped back and could do little to 
fight off the challenges as they came. 


Hartog was like a rocket, but 
Sheene, making haste slowly, had 
pegged him back by the half-way 
stage. 

Moving at a much quicker rate was 
Takazumi Katayama who set a record 
lap on the works four-cylinder 500cc 
Yamaha. But then his softer com- 
pound front tire began to slide, and 
Sheene, now ahead of Hartog, 
quickened his pace to stretch the gap.

Amsoil Good Times

LAKE WHITNEY, TX, AUG. 5-6 


Over 700 riders from coast to coast assembled 
at Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch to go for the gold 
and a $3000 purse in the Kawasaki/ Amsoil 
Good Time National, presented by Grand Na- 


tional Championship motocross. 
GNC is noted as the pioneer of 
Amateur stadium motocross, but 
this was the first GNC National held 
on an outdoor track. It proved to be 
the ultimate test for championship 
classes ranging from 60cc Minis- to 
Open Experts. 


Heavy rain at dawn on Saturday 
morning delayed the start of the 
minibike and 100cc motorcycle 
portions of the two-day event, and put 
the excellent sand of the course under 
water in several places. After several 
hours of pumping and draining, the 
action got underway. 

The first moto of the 60cc Minis was

also the last one, as they wouldn't have 
made it through the ruts the second 
time. Tony Smith of Massachusetts 
took the win by passing Louisiana's 
Bubba Ebarb on the last lap. 


In the Junior Mini, Ray Dawson had 
the highest number (999) but the 
lowest score (1-1) and took home the 
five-foot trophy. Second and third 
went to Texans Carroll Richardson 
and “Hardluck” Pits. 

The action got heavy in the Senior 
Mini, but Bryan Taylor of Texas was 
not to be denied as he swept both 
motos of the 35-rider_ field. 
Tennessee’s Sammy Crews copped 
second ahead of Tim Bulter. 

Butler and Crews returned to 
highlight the 105cc Open Mini race 
with Butler taking the win over Crews 
and Marty Brown. 


The 100cc class was best able to 
endure the moist conditions but it still 
took a well-sealed airbox to do the 
trick. Nearly 70 riders had been 
qualified down to 36, and after the 
first moto had been run, it was clear 
that Big D Yamaha's Bill Howe was 
the man to beat. Howe continued his 
championship pace in the first moto, 
but a soured motor in the second put 
Phil Reed into the winner's circle. 
Following in the trophy line were 
Bubba Wilson and Mike Walcott. 

Tractor work started immediately 
after Saturday's racing and continued 
round the clock to whip the track into 
shape for Sunday's 125cc Novice 
through Open Experts program. It 
was worth it, as beautiful conditions 
and super racing prevailed for the 
Sunday segment. 

After qualifiers and consolation 
heats to pare the huge classes down to 
fields of 36, the championship motos 
got underway. Texan Randy Marsell 
blew away the 125cc Novices with a 
perfect 1-1 ride. Second and third also 
went to Texas riders Davy Brown and 
Ronald Dawson. 

California took home a win in the 








125cc Intermediate class as R&D 
Suzuki's Bobby Sullivan took overall 
honors with a 3-3 ride. Texas moto 
winners Tony Neilson and Jerry 
Surber, Jr., couldn’t do it twice and 
suffered for it. Following Sullivan in 
the overalls was Arkansas’ Phil Reed, 
Neilson, Keith Coffey and James 
Roberts. 

The three Expert divisions saw some 
of the year’s best competition, and the 
125cc class battle came down to the 
wire on the last lap of the two 12-lap 
rounds. Dallas Suzuki teammates 
David Jones and Danny Doss 
dominated the action with Kimball 
Suzuki's Randy Sullivan keeping them 
close. As Jones walked away with the 
first moto, Doss had to top to fix a 
loose brake cable. He then put on an 
incredible ride to cut through the pack 
and catch Sullivan for second with 
three laps to go. 

The second moto saw Sullivan take 
the lead which Doss promptly took 
away while Jones was moving up from 
an eighth-place start. By the fourth 
lap, Jones was in second and WFO 
while Sullivan dropped seven places in 
a crash. Chappy Blose was in third. All 
eyes were on the Doss/Jones race up 
front which would determine the 
overall winner. Jones went 110% and 
was on Doss’ rear with half a lap to go, 
when suddenly their limes crossed 
going into the big downhill, hooking 
Jones front wheel and tossing him off 
into the crowd. Doss blasted 
triumphantly down the final straight 
and Jones recovered in time to take 
second and second overall. Blose 
tallied third and beat Sullivan for 
third in the overalls.with fifth going to 
Nick Cordove. 

In the 250cc and Open Expert 
classes, mid-America’s who's who of 
motocross was lined up with Texas 
coming out on top. Roger Brown was 
no less than amazing, ripping up the 
track with winning rides aboard a 
CSM Honda 250 and a KTM 400. He 
was never headed in the 250cc motos, 





while the battles raged behind. 

Crashes and DNFs knocked away 
many of the stronger riders, including 
Bobby Pickard, Monte Anderson, 
Mickey Pizzitola and Shaun Kelly. 
Heavy duty racing for the places 
behind Brown ended with CSM Honda 
teamster Mike Jones second overall, 
Derek Wedding (Amsoil/Suz) third 
and rounding out the top five were 
David Boles and David Jones. 

The Open Expert also went to Roger 
Brown and his Hi-Point KTM, but the 
road to victory was a lot rougher. In 
the first moto, Derek Wedding was 
back out and breathing fire, but 
Brown finally got by the 15-year-old 
sensation at the halfway point. Brown 
struck a lapped rider on the last lap 
and went down, and put Wedding in 
front at the flag. Brown picked up for 
second with Rick French, Wyman 
Priddy and David Greenhill behind. 

Round two saw Priddy, Greenhill, 
Wedding and French out front while 
Brown was getting back in the groove 
from a poor start in 10th. On lap six, 
Greenhill passed Priddy for the lead as 
Wedding and French faded slightly. 
By the ninth lap, Brown was running 
like a train and zapped Greenhill for 
the lead, which he held for the win. A 
four-way points tie for second overall 
was taken by Greenhill with Priddy 
third, French fourth and Wedding 
fifth. 

In other trophy class 
championships, Dallas rider Chris 
Hipp took the 250cc Novice title with a 
1-2 punch ahead of Texans Kary Don 
Smith (6-1) and Louis Wooley (2-5). 
The 250cc Intermediate honors were 
bestowed upon a dominating ride by 
David Walker's Dallas-Ft. Worth 
Honda with a 1-1 tally. Memphis, TN 
rider David Hussey ran second in both 
motos over Texans Mark Thornton 
and Larry Locklear, 3-3 and 6-5, 
respectively. 

It may have been a good omen that 
Adrew Cooksey, riding a Kimbrell 
Maico, had to scratch in the 250cc 
race and ride Open Intermediate 
instead. He ended up on top with a 
perfect 1-1 afternoon after some fierce 
dicing with Phil Reed (Wynn's Racing 
Yamaha) who finished 2-2, Dallas’ 
Mark Fischrupp who piloted his Maico 
to a 3-4 day, and Joel Williamson, the 
Yamaha-mounted Floridian with a 7-3 
score. 

The Over 30 support class honors 
went to Texan Tom Hollister who, as 
expected, shut down everyone in both 
motos aboard the Town & Country 
Can-Am. 

Aside from the fact that everybody 
got wet Saturday, the Kawasaki/ Amsoil 
GNC Good Time National was a 
complete success in the eyes of most 
who attended, with almst no 
problems in scoring, payoff or 
trophy presentation. The Mini-Minis 
had a brief problem with the mud on 
Saturday, but they got together, laid 
out their own track in a dry practic 
area and raced there. After all this was 
a Good Time National!

When the banner dropped at 8:45 
a.m., the heat was already two steps 
from unbearable but once the riders 
got underway it was the last thing on 
their minds.

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DM: That you couldn't win! 

CN: You didn’t know this going in? 

DM: No, I didn’t really. No matter what action you 
took, it benefited some people and did not benefit 
others. The people it benefitted thought it was great; 
the people it didn’t, thought it was terrible. It's the 
same thing we discussed last ume, about change. I 
think everyone in the motorcycle racing business — 
they're all for change but not “me” first. Almost 
everybody feels, look, I know we've got to change, 
but don’t bother me about it, bother the other guy 
about it. We'll change when somebody else does. 
That's part of the difficulty about the whole thing — 
trying to get these people to realize where they're at 
and trying to talk them into changing. 

CN: Are you talking about promoters particularly? 
DM; Promoters, rider, sponsors, and the AMA. In 
the beginning there was quite a distant relationship 
between me and my staff. But it got a lot warmer as 
time went on. I think a lot of them were reluctant to 
change too. A lot of promoters don’t want to change 
because they're making a good buck at what they're 
doing, things are just fine, so go bother the other 
guy. A lot of riders felt the same way — things are 
going along OK, if you want some changes it’s going 
to cost me money and I don’t want to spend that 
money.

CN: Do you think that’s any different from any 
other type of show business, athletics, or any 
similar type programs? 
DN: I think you put your finger on it when you said 
show business or athletics. The major thing about 
motorcycle racing is that the participants believe 
they're racing. They really believe they're out there 
racing, but they're not! They're out there 
entertaining people! In some of our types of racing 
we're entertaining the people, and more of them, 
better. 
CN: But they’re also racing are they not? If you 
put on a show boat type of race it makes for great 
entertainment, but it’s not racing. 
DM: I'm saying from a spectator’s point of view they 
see it as entertainment. To the competitor it’s racing 
T ; J , but the spectator pays the bill. The spectator is a very 
; $ ; fickle person. I’ve always felt the AMA had to do its 
: eee $ . best to work with the promoters, the riders and 
sponsors to get them to alter the racing so it will 
appeal to more spectators. More spectators means 
more prize money, more profit, more exposure for 
each of the interested parties. 
CN: Yet this is where the reluctance to change 
would pop up, right? But we have a very successful 
show as well as successful racing. Crowds have 
been up during this last year you were in office 
and they don’t show any signs of diminishing. 
Maybe that explains the reluctance to change. 
Why mess with a good thing? 
DM: Yes and no. It’s not changing something 100%. 
It’s fine tuning it to do even a better job. There's 
no question that the flat track racing is very close. 
It’s good competition. There's some problems there 
though. The problems are the bikes are going too 
fast, there’s too much tire wear, so my concept 
was to introduce some changes to slow them down 
and try to drag brands other than Harley-Davidson 
into it. In motocross you don’t really have that 
problem. You probably have the essence of pure 
competition there. You've got a lot of brands and a 
very appealing show. 
CN: Before we get into motocross, back to flat 
track. Tire wear was a problem, but was it really a 
safety problem? Didn’t it just take away a 
competitor’s edge if his tire went flat? 
DM: In a couple of instances it caused a safety 
problem. I remember one 25-lap mile event a couple 
of years ago that was cut to 20 laps because the tire 
wear was so great. And of course we all recall what 
happened at Daytona in '76-'77. But even so, the cost 
of tires has tripled almost overnight from about $20

Mocket Interview III

“It was certainly a very interesting year. I learned a lot about the 
motorcycle racing business, and I think I showed them a lot 
too. I’ve come away from this experience with a great deal of 
regard for the AMA which I had not had before. One of my 
reasons for taking the job at the AMA when it was offered to 
me was because here was an organization that everyone was 
bitching about. My theory was anybody can bitch, that’s really 
easy, but few people are going to take a positive action and say 
all” right, Im tired of all this bitching. I’m going to do 
something about it. So my theory was, I'll give tt a shot and see 
if I can’t do something about tt, which I think I did to some 


small extent.” 
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CN: Yes, we covered a lot of that in the last inter- 
view (timely as it was). What did you learn? 

DM: I learned that an organization as big and 
complex as the AMA is not going to change very 
quickly at all. I think that’s one very important 
thing. Another thing is that the people that work 
there, at least in the Professional Racing Division, 
are really good. The staff is made up of really good, 


good people, dedicated, and very professional in 
their approach and execution. Before I went there, I 
always thought these people were not very 
professional. I came away with a very high regard for 
the people who worked for me. I'm extremely 
impressed. 

CN: Well, that’s two things. What else did you

CN: You weren’t asked to reduce the deficit 
though, were you? 

DM: Not really, at least not originally. I didn’t know 
there was a deficit or else I would have inquired and 
probably wouldn't have accepted the job if their 
primary requirement was to get rid of the deficit and 
turn it into a profitable operation. 

CN: When did you learn about the deficit? 

DM: When I walked in the door about two and a 
half weeks after I was hired. 

CN: Do you feel that was the reason you were 
dismissed? Because the deficit continued, or grew? 
DM: I think that was probably the reason, if they 
were looking for a reason. If there was another 
“reason” it would be that a lot of people in the 
industry did not want to change. It gets back to what 
I said earlier. 

CN: What sort of changes were you hoping for? 
DM: We planned restrictor plates for 750cc dirt 
track bikes, and a new format for road racing (that 
wasn’t really concrete) based most likely on a 500cc 
GP in line with the FIM and also a production class 
of somewhere between 500cc and where we are now 
at, 1025ccs. Plus making more on one day events. 
Road racing is the AMA’s weakest show at the 
moment. It is just not drawing the spectators. 
Instead of arguing about what kind of bikes we ought 
to race, the argument is really what kind of bikes are 
going to. draw the spectators and what kind of a 
program. I thought we'd made some strides by 
adding sidecars which are very popular and makes 
for very excellent racing. That's something I'd like to 
see grow over the years. We also gave more 
recognition to the superbikes, which seemed to work 
out pretty well, but we have the same problem with 
Yamaha in road racing that is equal to Harley in dirt 
track. That is one bike brand dominating the scene. 
There is some thought to scrapping the formula class 
and going with the superbikes. What we planned to 
do was work in conjunction with the FIM and 
streamline our classes somewhat in line with what 
they are going to do so we could grow with them. In 
the motocross classes we thought everything was in 
pretty good shape in the way of growing and going 
and I think it stands an excellent chance of growing 
even further, 

CN: Do you feel you were fairly treated by the 
Board of Directors which actually was your only 
immediate superior? 

DM: My only complaint against the AMA was not 
informing me of the deficit before I went to work for 
them. Other than that, I think I was treated fairly. I 
think the AMA is a fantastic organization. It has its 


faults and the faults are fairly simple to define. The . 


place needs a good full time management that can 
do a job. Mangement that is not swayed from being a 
biker, quite frankly. It’s a business and.should be run 
as a business. 


“I heard a lot of stuff — the 
AMA is in bed with the pro- 
moters to the disadvantage of 
the riders.

CN: Do you think they’d be better off in having 
non-bikers managing the operation? 

DM: I don’t think it makes one bit of difference. Just 
like I don’t think, if you had a president of Cycle

or not. His job is running a business. Obviously 
where you have such a special interest it helps if the 


guy is cognizant of what’s going on in that special . 


field. But when you hire him I don’t think it matters 
as long as he has the willingness to try and learn the 
special field. I think that’s all you need — a good, 
top flight manager. 

CN: So if you had to choose one or the other, you’d 
rather have a manager than a biker? 

DM: I sure would! 

CN: What sort of advice would you give to 
someone following in your footsteps? 

DM: I understand the new Czar is a guy who worked 
for me, Mike DiPrete. I would like to say I think 
Mike will do a terrific job. Mike is a very capable 
guy, he’s a good administrator and he had a good 
rapport with riders and promoters. The advice I 
would give Mike is to be very firm in his decisions 
because the only way to move motorcycle racing 
ahead is to make decisions that are going to benefit 
the sport. Not Mr. X as a promoter, not factory Y or 
Z. You’ve got to keep in mind that the sport will grow 
from spectators and from additional sponsors. 

I'd like to reflect on the people on the staff who 
work there. I can’t tell you how much these people 
have in mind the benefit of the competitor. In my 
tenure there, I feel a lot of riders thought the AMA 
did not look out for their interests. I heard a lot of 
stuff — the AMA is in bed with the promoters to the 
disadvantage of the riders. Not so! The AMA went to 
bat for the riders, always. 

CN: What about the factories? 

DM: What about them? 

CN: Do you feel the AMA owed more allegiance to 
the factories who were represented on the board 
than to the riders? 

DM: I think that when you get on the board of an 
organization like the AMA and you're from a factory 
or an accessory aftermarket -manufacturer, it’s 
extremely difficult to separate your competitive 
instincts and your charitable instincts. 


CN: Who should control the Racing 
Commissioner? The Board of Trustees, or who? 
DM:'I firmly believe the Commissioner of Racing 
should report to the Board of Trustees. The 
commissioner is a very specialized position dealing 
with people on very specialized terms. The general 
manager of the AMA will be someone running a 
more or less generalized business. But the racing 
director is a specific business with specific needs and 
specific goals and you need someone with a lot of 
talent in that area (which I think Mike DiPrete has) 
that will be able to stand independently and report 
to the Board on that basis. On the same hand, the 
pitfall of having the commissioner report to the 
executive director has in the past been that the 
director gets all tangled up in the affairs of racing 
because it’s very, very glamorous. You know, 
thinking up and executing a new membership 
campaign has no visibility whatsoever. But standing 
out there at a race and welcoming a crowd is very 
glamorous and there’s high visibility in it. So the 
person gets to the point where he’s involved with 
racing to the detriment of the general membership.

CN: Is there an inefficiency involved with the 
commissioner reporting to 13 member board? 

DM: No, it makes it more efficient because the guy 
has the expertise to answer the questions and can 
make a valid presentation. You will notice I said 
“commissioner of racing” not “commissioner of 
professional racing.” It is also my feeling the racing 
division should handle all racing, both amateur and 
professional and be able to construct a very neat and 
orderly transition for any competitor from the 
beginning amateur to the top international rider. It’s 
two separate departments now but is should be only 
one. 

CN: It doesn’t sound as if you have any great 
criticisms with the way things are now, as long as 
they stay that way. 

DM: Just the overall management. They need a 
manager there and they need someone quickly. By 
quickly, I mean 9:00 a.m. Monday morning. Gene 
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Wirwahn, not being an accountant, not being a ~ 


controller, has a difficult time managing the 
association. He's an attorney, not a manager. They 
shouldn't be afraid to make a decision. It’s better to 
make a decision than to wallow alorg and do nothing 
in my opinion. 

CN: Even it it’s wrong? 

DM: I think you learn from your mistakes. 

CN: Well, we do and you probably do, but that 
board changes from time to time and we’re paying 
for a lot of mistakes. 

DM: Yes, the board does change and a lot of 
concepts do too as they do along. What they wanted 
to do in 1977 may not be what they want to do in 
1978. 

CN: What about the whole idea of an association 
like this being operated by a Board of Trustees? 
What about running a three million dollar 
association with a board composed of people from 
all walks of life? Do you see that as an inefficiency 
problem? 

DM: I see that as a great inefficiency. I'm not sure 
everyone on the board can understand all the 
problems. They tend to keep in their own specialized 
areas and overlook the overall. I suggested the board 
of trustees should be made up of four or five people 
who are highly skilled managers or perhaps 
professional directors. They should not be involved 
with policy, except long range policy, and they 
should be involved with the financial management of 
the organization, the financial health and the long 
term growth and that’s it. I don’t think you need 13 
people. The members get a good deal out of that 
association. The costs are low to belong — they 
should be a lot higher, and they get terrific services. 
A good manager wouldn't accept that. A good 
manager would say, well look, if this is the price 
someone is willing to pay and not a dime more, we're 
providing too many services.

CN: Was your job well enough defined when you 
entered into it? 

DM: The title was, but not really the goal. The 
board had a very difficult time trying to explain to 
me what to do.

In an age in which specialized equipment 
reigns and versatility is often regarded with 
disdain, it is rare that a manufacturer claims 
a motorcycle can take home first place money 


from a motocross and within fif- 
teen minutes be transformed in- 
to a legal and lethal enduro 
machine capable of capturing a 
gold medal anywhere. This is a 
throwback to when a motorcycle was a 
motorcycle compared with today’s 
specialized marketing of both 
motocross and enduro bikes by many 
other manufacturers. 

Quality, pride and craftsmanship 
are felt, as well as seen, the very 
moment you first throw a leg over the 
KTM. An aura of European 
technology and hand craftsmanship 


radiates from the motorcycle. Sub- 
sequently, you respect the machine as 
the Austrian factory respects you, the 
rider , by utilizing some of the finest 
components available rather than 
sacrificing quality to lower the cost of 
production. 

Small in comparison, KTM cannot 
compete with the Japanese manufac- 
turers when it comes to mass produc- 
tion. The machines that KTM has to 
offer are produced in the samé vein 
that Kawasaki's KX series racers are 
manufactured; a high quality racer 
with limited availability. 

Each day, more Americans demand 


a higher degree of excellence in the 
products they purchase. They require 
a motorcycle with the potential to en- 
dure more than a single season of 
racing. This growing minority has no 
desire to change pistons and rings 
every other week; they prefer spen- 
ding their time riding a motorcycle 
rather than wrenching a bike back in- 
to health. 

KTM approaches their motorcycles 
true to European form; simplicity and 
functionalism are fundamental to 
their designs. This concept is carried 
through to their new enduro bike, a 
World Championship motocrosser 
with an enduro lighting kit, that fun- 
tions as well between trees as through 
berms. 

“When was the last time you saw a 
Japanese motocrosser compete in a 
Two-Day Qualifier with nothing more 
than hanging lights on it?” was how 
our guest test rider Barry Higgins put 
it. 

The complete transformation from 
motocrosser to enduro bike will con- 
sume only fifteen minutes while . 
preparing for your next event. 
Everything that you need is included 
in the enduro kit, from the Hi-Point 
route chart holder to the Trapp spark 
arrestor. The conversion involves little 
more than mounting the larger 3.2 
gallon enduro gas tank in place of the 
2.5 gallon MX tank, adding the 
Preston Petty headlight number plate 
combination and exchanging the rear 
fender with the Petty integral tail light 
fender. Connect the lights to the 
wiring harness, mount the 
speedometer and route chart holder, 
and you’re all set to follow arrows and 
dodge trees without the cost of an ad- 
ditional motorcycle. 

Change for the sake of change, 
holds no part of the KTM philosophy. 
The Austrians do. not make changes to 
suit the whimsical nature of the “style- 
conscious” racer. Modifications take 
place only when and where they are 
sure to have a positive and functional 
effect. 

With ten and a half inches of, 
suspension front and rear a short 
legged rider will find it difficult, if not 
impossible, to touch and the ground 
with both feet. Fortunately, racing 
motocross, touching the ground, at 
least in theory, is only necessary before 
the gate drops at the start of the moto. 
Unfortunately, the shorter enduro 
rider may encounter problems when 
push comes to shove when stuck in a 
mudhole, or stuck on the lowside of the 
bike on a steep uphill. But even with 
the height of the bike taken into con- 
sideration, the added suspension 
should far out-weigh the height 
problem. 

The latest Marzocchi leading axle 
forks are used on the front of the- 
KTM. Ten and a half inches of front 
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wheel travel, an inch and a half over 
last year, puts the Marzocchis on par 
with almost any forks for amount of 
travel. With this increase in travel it 
was necessary to increase the diameter 
of the fork tubes from 35mm to 38mm 
to contain any flex that may have oc- 
cured with the extra travel. Taking no 
chances, new triple clamps and fork 
sliders additionally strengthen the 
front end. 

As expected, the forks proved to be 
stiff while breaking in. They wouldn't 
respond well to small chatter bumps, 
though with larger bumps the action 
was very good. After a day or two of 
hard riding the forks loosened up and 
the chatter bumps all but disap- 
peared, yielding a ride comparable to 
anything on the market. 

“The shocks may not be the best a 
pro could ask for but they don’t do 
anything bad either. They don’t leak, 
they don’t lose complete damping, 
there is always something there. I'm 
still using them on my bike,” KTM's 
Kevin LaVoie told us. 

The rear suspension is controlled by 
a pair of new Bilstein gas/oil shocks. 
While not showing any outstanding 
traits, the Bilsteins also refused to 
show any on the negative side, they 
simply “did the job.” Bilstein shocks 
are not rebuildable and when they do 
wear out, some riders might then 
replace then with an accessory brand 
shock. 

Perhaps the most notable change 
this year, is the steepening of the 
steering head angle, which allows the 
bike to steer quicker. Bringing the 
rake in 4% degree opens the door to the 
inside line. Driving under another 
rider in a turn requires much less ef- 
fort than before on a KTM. This 
change also allows the machine to slide 
through turns competely under con- 
trol. 

“The bike slides really nice. You can 
pitch the rear end out ‘til the forks hit 
the stops and all that you have to do is 
just back off on the throttle just a little 
bit and let everything catch back up 
and it straightens right out,” said 
KTM's Frank Gallo. 

As a result of the quickened steering 
response, you have less leverage over 
the front end with the handlebars and 
therefore less stability. The “bar 
backs,” by extending the handlebars 
back towards the center of the bike, 
return the leverage that was lost, and 
with it the stability. As an added 
benefit they allow easier access for 
working on the forks and movement of 
the fork stanchions in the triple clam- 

5. 
There is also a noticable change in 
the width of the bike at the rear shock 
mounts. The cross section of the frame 
has been narrowed one inch by 
angling the shock inward at the top. 
Accomplished by utilizing Heim joints 
in place of conventional shock eyes, 
this relieves any side stress that may be 
present on the shocks under extreme 
stress conditions. The lower shock 
mounts have been moved forward 
52mm on the swingarm, enabling the 
shocks to move much more 
progressively during the course of their 
travel. 

Within two years KTM has left the 
12,000 rpm world of all or nothing 
light. switch powerbands, evolving 
their engines into wide power- 
anywhere-in-the-band power sources. 
The engine in this years KTM MC-5 
has been provided with a substantial 
increase in power output throughout 
the rev range. It's improved low and 
mid-range power increase proved to be 
very conducive for motocross or en- 
duro use. Similar to most European 
manufacturers, KTM has slid over to 
the power to the ground theory, a con- 
cept that was instrumental in KTM’s 
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Barry Higgins works out on the KTM and twenty minutes later...

bridging of the gap between motocross 
and enduro application. 

“The power is good for either 
motocross or enduros. It’s got plenty of 
low end where it will pull out of 
anything whether it’s a mud hole or a 
inside line in a slow speed turn,” said 
Barry Higgins. 

In a point-to-point race through the 
gears against a new YZ 250E Yamaha, 
the KTM left no doubt as to it’s com- 
petitive power. After numerous passes 
neither bike could claim an advantage 
in flat out acceleration on a flat sur- 


face. 
Internally, only the top-end has 


been modified. New cylinder porting 
coupled with a new combustion 
chamber design are a result of the 
quest for a wider and greater power 
range. Remaining the same is the 
71mm Mahle dual ringed piston which 
travels a 64mm stroke. Underneath 
the right side cover lies the heart of the 
electrical system - a motoplat elec- 
tronic ignition/AC generator assem- 
bly. 

Carburation on the MC-5 is handled 
by a newly designed German made 
36mm Bing. It performed flawlessly 
during our testand Higgins commen- 
ted, “Nobody has bitched about the 
new Bing. They get them jetted right 
and that’s it — no- problems.”. He 
added, “One thing that’s neat about the 
Bing is when you drop it off in an eight 
foot deep waterhole it only takes about 
three minutes to clean out the carb 
and get clean gas in it after you haul 
the bike out. You just turn the carb to 
the side, pop off the little spring, 


‘dump out the water, put it back 


together, tickle it, one kick, and off 
you go.” 

A major departure is the redesigned 
expansion chamber. The new pipe, 
common to most bikes that are presen- 
tly being built, is of the “snake pipe” 
design. The unit is also one of the 
major factors responsible for 
smoothing out and a broadening the 
mid-range performance. 

While the bike doesn’t need a spark 
arrestor for motocross use, KTM 
provides a Trapp, U.S. Forestry ap- 
proved, unit in their enduro kit. As it 
stands now the MC-5 has had no 
problems passing any sound test that 
has been thrown at it. 

Though the MC-5 is sold in Europe 
sporting a five speed transmission 
(hence the MC-5 model designation), 
the cycles that are jetted over the 
Atlantic arrive in the states encasing a 
six speed gearbox. Adhering to their 
policy concerning change, KTM _ has 
remained steadfast with regard to the 
MC-5 gearbox, and with good reason, 
for it has proven itself as one of the 
most reliable motorcycle transmissions 
manufactured. 

With six-speeds, the gearbox com- 
pliments the motor perfectly. While 
the motocrosser will primarily use the 
top five gears, the enduro rider will 
find the low first gear comforting in 
tight terrain or while negotiating a 
climb up a steep bank upon exit of a 
stream. 

“On the low first gear you could ride 
trials. If you come to an obstacle 
where you need to use the clut- 
ch...you don’t know how to ride, 
period,” said Higgins. _ 

While the transmission is nearly 
faultless, the clutch leaves a lot to be 
desired. The pull to engage the clutch 
is way too great. If required to use it 
more than three times in a row, you 
have to have hands that are capable of 
tearing phone books in half. The good 
point about the clutch is that you don’t 
have to use it. Shifting is neither easier 
nor harder with it or without it and the 
powerband is so wide that it is rarely 
needed to get on the pipe out of a cor- 
ner. 


Remaining unchanged are the 
lightweight, magnesium hubs and 
backing plates. The rear hub, that has 
proven both strong and light, houses a 
brake unit that reacts with a strong 
and progressive action. Braking hard 
over bumps approaching a turn would 
not lock up the brake unless you wan- 
ted it to do so. 

Though the front brake requires 
more pull than its Japanese counter- 
parts, the action is very progressive. 
The point where the wheel stops 
motion and starts breaking traction is 
always predictable, allowing you to let 
off just enough to maintain optimum 
braking power. The faster you want to 
stop the harder you pull on the lever. 

Long an off-road standard, the MC- 
5 rides on Metzler motocross tires both 
front and rear. The front is a 3.00x21 
and the rear has a 4.50x18. As expec- 
ted the tires provide excellent traction 
on almost any terrain, whether it’s 
California adobe or Florida sand. The 
factories use them, RM and YZ owners 
want them and you have them stock on 
the KTM. 

Laced to the hubs are another out- 
standing feature of the KTM - Sun 
rims. These rims are among the 
strongest and lightest available. While 
in use on most “works” bikes, Sun rims 
are one of the most sought after on the 
accessory market. 

High quality accessories abound on 
the KTM and the controls are no ex- 
ception. The handlebars are a copy of 
the popular CZ bend and they are long 
enough to allow the rider to trim them 
down to suit personal preference. 
Magura has supplied power levers for 
the clutch and front brake. 

A change that should be implemen- 
ted on the next generation of KTM 
MC-5’s is the mounting of the air filter 
in the air box. While the air box 
design is good and allows good air flow 
and -water drainage, removing the 
filter for servicing is one helluva job. 

The Twin-Air filter is secured to the 
filter frame with two aircraft lock 
nuts. Access to the nuts is limited and 
a wrench is required right down to the 
final turn due to the nylon locknuts 
which fingers just won't turn. The 
usual ten-minute job becomes a major 
half hour one and between moto time 
doesn’t allow for that. 

“Being a Six Day type bike, the chain 
adjusters are not up to the job of 
quick chain adjustments. Cam type 
adjusters are much more effective and 
faster. 

Dependability is another KTM 
stronghold. The motors, if kept clean, 
are nearly indestructible. Replacing 
pistons and rings is a rarity. It is the 
privateer’s dream. No longer is it 
necessary to have a mechanic with you 
to rebuild the top end between motos. 

The KTM MC-5 might not be a 
motorcycle for every man. It’s qualities 
are such that perhaps only a serious 
rider will notice and appreciate them. 
That serious rider does not necessarily 
have to be a serious contender, but 
he/she should consider themselves 
more than capable. 

In summing up the MC-5, we can 
say that our brief test period and our 
observation of the bike in various for- 
ms of competition lead us to believe 
that the bike can and will do 
everything that the Austrian factories 
public relations types say it can and 
will do. But then who are we to argue 
with results. On virtually stock bikes, 
KTM took the top two places in last 
years 250cc World Championship 
Series and their American sponsored 
riders did an outstanding job in the 
just concluded Two-Day Qualifier 
Series. And you can bet the letters 
KTM will be heard of in a winning 
way in this fall's ISDT.-A dual purpose 
bike with but one purpose - to win!

Blakeslee blasts 
for four at 
ARRA RR

ONTARIO, CA, JULY 30 

Pat Manning is going to change 
the name of his road racing or- 
ganization from Manning Rac- 
ing to “American Road Racing 
Association.” “The riders like it better 
that way,” said the Englishman, “But 
it will be the same. It’s me, Pat 
Manning, who organizes the races. I 
am not affiliated with anybody or any 
association.” 

One hundred and sixty-five riders 
came to Ontario to race in the new 
road racing association and Whitney 
Blakeslee of Champion Kawasaki won 
four of the 11 races. Three of those 
victories were aboard a stock KZ1000 
Kawasaki and the fourth on a KZ650. 
Blakeslee won Open Production, Four 
stroke Open GP, Super Cafe and Box 
Stock! 

In the first of the four victories, the 
Production race, Whitney took the 
lead over Terry Waugh (Allied MC 
GS1000 Suz), and they remained in 
that order until the checkered flag. 
Third overall went to Scott Clough on 
a RD400 Yamaha, who also won the 
500cc Production class. The 750cc 
Production class went to Steve 
McClenon on a Suzuki. 

In the Four-stroke GP race it was the 
same pattern. Whitney led the pack 
aboard a KZ650 ahead of Bill Henry 
(Specialist II 750 Yam), Carry 
Keoshgerian (Japauto), Don Gorak 
(Kaw), Lee Flemming (Champion 
KZ1000) and Ben Bernie (400 
Yoshima Hon). Bernie gained places 
and put himself in fourth. They 
crossed the finish line in that order. 
Bernie won the -500cc class; 
Keoshgerian the 750cc. Bill Henry, 
who finished second, had some 
problems with his exhaust system. “I 
lost.a lot of power because of that, but 
Whitney was running very good,” said 
Henry. 

The winners were the same in the 
Cafe/Super Cafe race. Henry 
managed to take the lead of that race 
ahead of Blakeslee but had to drop out 
after the halfway mark; his exhaust 
system giving him troubles once more. 

Blakeslee took his fourth victory in 
the Box Stock class, leading the six 
laps over Waugh and McClenon, both 
aboard Suzukis. The 410cc Box Stock 
class went to Cycle World’s John 
Ulrich, aboard a 400cc Honda Hawk. 
Ulrich came in fourth overall. 





The Open GP race didn’t have any 
GP machines signed up, but was the 
scene of a controversial accident 
involving Billy Addington and Chuck 
Parme (in his first ride for Exhibition 
Engineering). 

Parme took the lead as soon as the 
green flag dropped, but Addington 
passed him when they were coming 
into turn one. They remained in that 
order during five of the nine laps in 
the race. Parme passed Addington in 
turn 10, a tight right hander, and 
stayed ahead of him for two laps. 


On the last lap Addington went 
off the track twice, once in turn 10, 
and once in turn 18 while trying to stay 
ahead of Parme. After a short ride in 
the dirt outside 18, Addington, 
fighting tankslappers, came back on 
the track to negotiate turn 19, a right- 
hand hairpin just before the finish 
line. At that moment Addington and 
Parme ran into each other in turn 19. 
Parme went down, while Addington 
managed to stay on the bike, rode in 
the dirt and across the finish line. 
Parme was not hurt, but his machine 
was damaged. Both riders went to 
discuss the matter with Pat Manning. 
Both parties were emotionally involved 
and it took quite a long time to settle 
the incident. Manning gave 
Addington a warning and didn’t let 
him ride any other races that he had 
entered. Parme went back to San 
Diego.

True tops DeAnza 
World 
Championship 
hillclimb

SUNNYMEAD, CA, JULY 30 

Once a year, the top hillclimb- 
ers from all over the country 
gather at DeAnza Cycle Park for 
Southern California’s _ biggest 
hillclimb event, the World 
Championship. Hillclimbing is the 
only form of motorcycle competition 
that Americans have dominated from 
the start. The sport is almost 
nonexistent in Europe. Several kinds 
of hillclimbs can be found here in 
California, however. The most 
popular climb from a spectator’s point 
of view is the “move up”, where the 
riders try to get as far as possible on a 
slope that more closely resembles a 
cliff than anything else. The riders 
compete more directly in a “drag 
climb” where two bikes are pitted in 
an all-out race to the top. In a “timed 
climb,” the object is simply to go from 
the bottom to the top as quickly as 
possible. 

In 1975, Doug Hall set up the first 
World Championship hillclimb, It was 
a two-day timed climb that offered a 
$5000 cash purse. Jim True and his big 
Harley posted the fastest time and 
became the first World Champion. 
That year Ron True ‘won the Stock 
class and took second overall. Since 
then Ron True and Clyde-Peterson Jr. 
have taken their turns holding the title 
and that brings us to 1978 and the 
fourth annuakevent. 

The hE this year was a little under 


300 feet long with electric eyes at the 
top and bottom for measuring the 
bikes’ time. None of the minis or 125cc 
machines, however, were able to break 
the beam at the hill’s top. Eleven-year- 
old Ralph Cooper made the Mini class 
high mark on his Honda at 104 feet. 
Joe Gahan (Suz) stopped at the 97 foot 
mark edging out Keith Cook's score of 
90 feet. Cooke, 9, was the youngest 
entry. 

Steve Stith made the high mark in 
the 125cc Modified class followed by 
Art Tower and Doug Phelps. The 
250cc Modified class saw Gary Hall 
put his Bultaco on top of the hill in 
6.70 seconds, taking first in that class. 
Gary Peterson did it in 7.45 seconds 
for runner-up position. In the 360cc 
Modified class Hall had to take 
backseat to the 1977 champion Clyde 
Peterson, who topped the hill in 7.21 
seconds. 

All the real excitement was in the 
Open class. It was that class that had 
the machinery and the riders capapble 
of setting the fastest time of the, day 
and walking away- with the biggest 
chunk of the $3000 purse. Among the 
entries was Kerry Peterson, who is 
without a doubt the best rough hill 
climber in Southern California. 
George Tidwell and his four cylinder 
Honda, which was probably more 
powerful than any bike there, were 
also a tough combination to beat. And 
of course Ron True and Clyde 
Peterson were there, each hoping to 
regain his past title. 

The riders were allowed two runs 
each, once in the morning and once in 
the afternoon. In almost every case, 
the first time was faster, due to the 
deteriorating condition of the hill. 
Ron True was one of the first riders to 
shoot up the hill in the Open class. It 
tok him 5.30 seconds to cover the 
ground from bottom to top, which was 
far faster than_any other time posted 
so far. After his climb, he parked his 
Triumph in back of the scoring tower, 
crossed his arms and waited. Neal 
Mackel and his Triumph made it to 
the top in 5.50 seconds right after 
True's ride. It was not long after that 
when Ron Powell did it in 5.32 
seconds. True’s face remained calm 
and expressionless. 

Powell's second run was an all-out 
effort. The ruts at the top of the hill 
were huge by that time and when his 
back wheel hit them, he was shot over 
the bars. The bike went across the 
light beam flying upside-down. In 
spite of Powell's determination, his

time still wasn’t faster than True’s. 
Earl Whetsell tried ithe same 
approach. He was really moving, but 
when his Honda hit the bumps, it flew 
clear over the light beam, making it 
impossible for officials to get an 
accurate time. 

At the end of the day, Ron True was 
still waiting for someone to do it 


better. After the last attempt at the ~ 


hill, the new World Champion said 
calmly, “Let’s go home, I’m tired.”

Roger Thompson has learned how 
to lose but now that he has become one 
of the outstanding Mini riderss 
sponsored by G.L. Lumber, he still 
remembers his early days. When he 
had to race against new riders Kevin 
and Brett Clark, Roger imposed a 
handicap on himself and it was a big 
one.

Jason has been undefeated 
since he began racing Cycle Haven 
and was always aboard a 250cc bike. 
Sunday he broke with tradition and 
was aboard a 1975 125cc Honda. At 
the start of his first moto he tailed the 
leader, Glen Senecal (Yam), and 
finally took control only to find 
himself off the track with mechanical 
trouble. When Yodogawa DNF, a 
rookie, Richard Hampton aboard a 
Maico, took over second and held it to 
the wire. 

The second round found Seneca 
once more leading from the start with 
Yodogawa right on top of him. Once 
more Yodogawa took over the lead 
and pumped his Honda into a clear 
lead, holding it to the finish line. 
Senecal ended the day with top dollar 
and Hampton took down overall. 
With a first moto DNF, Yodogawa was 
out of the money. 

With a heavy turn-out of Minis, 
over 20 Beginners, Dave Trager (Yam 
Bellflower Yam) racked up back-to- 
back wins for the overall. Out of four 
races total, he’s won three of them and 
doesn't intend to slow down. 
Throughout the first moto the pack 
was locked into super tight racing with 
Trager leading, followed by Bill 


Eisenacher (Yam) and_ Richard 
Sao chia 


Fleming (Hom) in third and fighting 
off a squadron of mad bombers. 

The second time around William 
Zimmer (Suz) hauled off the line in the 
lead with Trager squeezing through a 
hole in the pack, in hot pursuit for the 
lead. A heavy battle developed 
between these two with Trager holding 


off Randal Slalana, David 
Sgouromitis, Bill Eisenacher and 
Mitch Brewer. Trager finally 


managed to take over and pull a super 
lead, at one point clocking a 30-second 
lead over the second place rider. 

By the time the checkered flag 
waved them home, Trager wheeled in 
for the overall win, second overall 
went to Eisenacher and third overall to 
Slalana. 

The 250cc and Open Intermediates 
proved to their die-hard fans once 
more that Cycle Haven is high gear all 
the way for the big bikes. Mike Foley 
(Mai) took home top honors the hard 
way in the 250cc class. In the first 
moto a battle royale was going down 
between Steve Blazer (Bul) and Gary 
Goforth (DMG). With Blazer in the 
lead and Foley coming up from the 
rear, Goforth was in trouble and was 
fighting tooth and nail to hold off 
Foley. Foley continued to charge and 
moved on into second, opening up a 
beautiful lead. Close to the end of the 
moto Foley went down but managed to 
recover in time to retain second for the 
moto. 

The second time around Foley 
cinched the lead with Goforth going 
for it in second. The battle of the day 
had to be between Jerry Zimmer 
(DMG) and Clark Wilson for third. 
Unbelievable tension between these 
two as they hit close turns less than 
one-quarter bike’s distance between 
them. Zimmer snagged a tire on a turn 
and fell back to fifth as Goforth settled 
down, secure in second, but still in 
pursuit of Foley. However, Wilson was 
making tracks and entering the white 
flag lap, was inches away from 
Goforth, burning the rubber off his 
rear tire. When the winning flag 
brought them home, Foley was there 
for the overall win, Goforth went for 
second and got it and third overall 
went to Wilson. 

In the Open Intermediates, the race 
belonged to Monte Phinehart (Yam). 
In the first moto he had to take a back 
seat to Marc Johnson, but came back 
in the second round, taking control 
and holding Johnson tọ second 
throughout the race.

Chris Harrold, a Pro moto- 
crosser for a month, scored his 
first Pro victory last Wednesday

The real story of the night 
however, was unfolded in the 500cc 
Pro class where, after a comparatively 
easy win the first moto over David 
Gerig, Chris Chaffee found himself in 
a tie-breaker loss situation with Gerig 
in the second moto and unable to close 
the two bike-length gap. Chaffee 
decided to “go forit” with 50 yards left 
on the last lap, and jumped up to a 
side by side battle with Gerig as they 
came down to the checkered flag. 
Well, the two riders came together in 
the left hander just 10 yards from the 


checkered flag and Gerig went down, 
with Chaffee crashing into the 
finisher’s stand and then-doing a hard 
endo just past the finish line. 
Unfortunately Chaffee’s effort was a 
costly one as though he was declared 
the winner, the crash resulted in a 
broken leg and Chris will be out for 
the remainder of the TRIVIC Summer 
Series. With Clint Hardick out for at 
least two more weeks with a broken 
thumb, the point battles in both the 
125cc and 250cc Pro classes should be 
close right down to the last race as last 
week’s winner Harrold and Stearns 
closed it up in the 125cc and 250cc 
classes. 

The Intermediate classes, although 
larger than the week before, returned 
to somewhat normal last week as 125cc 
point leader Scott Meyer and 250cc 
point leader Greg Meyers went two for 
two in their respective classes over 
large fields of riders. Only in the 500cc 
class was there a minor upset as Tom 
Nimtz proved his win last week was no 
fluke with a two for two sweep over a 
good field which included second and 
third place point riders Tracy 
McMillan and Matt Carter who had to 
scramble for a fourth and a second 
place respectively. A third place 
overall preserved Lynn Vick’s point 
lead however, as the veteran always 
runs a good race. Nimtz is the rider to 
watch now — his second-straight win 
has moved him into a third place tie 
with Carter, and both riders are 
closing on the second-spot rider 
McMillen. > 

In the Junior classes, the spotlight 
has now shifted from the always torrid 
125cc class to the 250cc riders as a win 
by third place rider Dan McKeever 
and a second by second place rider 
Loren Jarvis has moved these two 
riders into a first place deadlock past 
Mark Schmitou, who is now an 
Intermediate. A win in the other 250cc 
Junior division by David Hammon has 
now moved this rider into the third 
place, just 10 points back. The 500cc 
Junior point leader, Dennis Dunn had 
trouble again and had to settle for a 
third behind second in points Randy 
Norman, who had a big win over 
veteran Nelson Oliveri, who had a 
strong second place finish. However, 
Dunn can survive a couple of these 
“bad” nights as he still has a 16-point 
lead in the standings. 

In the Junior Minis, Kenny Dunlap 
got back on track and scored a big win 
over teammates Sammy and Kevin 
Gensler. All three of these riders are 
first year campaigners and are in a 
friendly rivalry to see who can garner 
the most “gold” this season. Kevin 
Gensler is the Mini Junior point leader 
with Dunlap second and “Steady 
Sammy” Gensler in the fourth spot 
currently.

Tassano, Haugh 
hot at CRC 
NIGHT MX

VALENCIA, CA, JULY 25 

With the absence of Greg 
Robertson at CRC’s_ regular 
Tuesday night motocross at 
Indian Dunes, overall victories 
in the 250cc and Open Pro classes were 
up for grabs. The two who fought for 
those victories, in both classes, were Sy 
Klops Cycle’s Jim Tassano and Canoga 
Park Suzuki's Dave Haugh, with each 
splitting an overall win. Taking 
command of the 125cc Pros was P.K. 
Yamaha's Jim Holley, the only 
consistent Pro on the track. 

In the 250cc Pro action, Tassano 
squeezed by Pete Snorteland 
(Thrillseeker Kaw), Donnie Hansen 
(Luft, Shoemaker’s Yam) Haugh and 
Radical Ron Turner (Luft Yam) in the 
first corner of moto one, but was no 
way in command. Snorteland stuck 
close behind for the first four laps until 
dropping to fourth at the halfway 
mark. Hansen suffered chain 
problems and had to pull off for some 
time before reentering. 

At the halfway mark, Haugh began 
closing on Tassano, with Turner 
tagging close. The front three closed 
up in the next two laps, then Haugh 
shot into the lead when Tassano went 
wide in a left-hander. With three laps 
remaining, Haugh began to stretch 
out his advantage and positions held to 
the flag. Snorteland stayed in fourth 
with Tim Schully fifth. 

In the second moto, Radical Ron 
Turner grabbed the holeshot and 
roosted around to an uncontested win. 
Haugh stayed right behind, but could 
never get close enough to Turner to 
make a move. Tassano held third the 
entire moto with Schully fourth. As 


Turner took the white flag, he 
wheelied from the tower turn up to the 
jump on the front straight, where he 
went from the wheelie to a cross-up. 

Although the Open and 125cc Pros 
were combined again this week, each 
division had their own battles raging 
the entire moto. In the first race, 
Tassano and Bob Bang (Yam) took the 
front positions off the line with 
Haugh, Steve Rawson (Cole Bros Mai) 
and Andy Jannings (Cole Bros Mai) 
close. behind. These positions held 
until the seventh lap when both 
Rawson and Mark White (Murry’s, 
Mission Cycles) passed Haugh, who 
was having difficulties with his vision 
on the back straight and literally 
couldn't see the track well enough to 
remain at speed. 

As for the 125ccs, Bob Kline was out 
of the gate ahead of Cross Roads 
Suzuki's Chip Johnson, JD's Tim 
Crowder and Jim Holley. Holley took 
third on the second lap and pulled up 
to join the battle between Kline and 
Johnson. On the third lap, Holley put 
Johnson behind and was after Kline, 
but on the seventh lap, both Kline and 
Holley slipped and let Johnson into the 
lead. As the trio took the white flag, 
Holley made a last-lap charge that was 
strong enough to drive him into the 
lead. Kline followed and regained 
second, with Johnson finishing third. 

The second moto, in the Open Pros, 
Haugh grabbed the holeshot with 
Tassano and Andy Jannings trailing. 
Bang was stranded back in sixth off 
the line and had problems the entire 
moto. White, in the meantime, was 
slowly moving up and ran into fourth 
by the eighth lap when he removed 
Rawson from the position. On the last 
lap, Tassano almost lost the overall 
when he dropped clear back to fourth, 
letting Jannings and White slip by. 

Again the 125ccc Pros were going at 
it fiercely, with Johnson taking the 
early lead and Holley right behind. 
Kline was stuck behind Crowder and 
Roger Hansley (Rosamand Suz), but 
couldn't get by. On the fourth lap, 
Johnson dropped back to fifth behind 
Kline, Hansley, Crowder and Holley. 

As the front four took the white 
flag lap, Johnson had dropped so far 
back that the leaders were about to lap 
him. Holley was still in command with 
Crowder, Hansley and Kline tagging 
along, but when they came around to 
collect the checkered, Crowder was 
missing. Finally, he made it back to 
the finish line in time to gather fourth. 

Overalls for the Open Pros went 
Tassano,, Haugh and Mark White, 
with Holley collecting top 125c rider. 
Second and third 125cc went to Kline 
and Hansley.

After the thrilling opener of 
the Alba Honda of Encinitas 
XR-75 Series at Carlsbad, those 
teeming masses of Juniors and 
Intermediates descended on 
Saddleback today for the second of six 
Continental Moto-sports club races;

Sam's strikes at

OAK HILL, TX, JULY 2 

Oakhill Raceway, a two-mile 
roadrace track amidst East Texas 
pastureland, resonated with the 


frequent pulse of Honda singles 
as the Sam’s Motorcycle Sales race 
team of Andy Robbins and Mark 
Campise thumped their way to three 
class wins, two seconds, and a third. 
Aboard mega-horsepower 400cc 
singles, Robbins stole the show in 
250cc Grand Prix and 750cc Cafe, and 
teammate Campise led Robbins across 
the line in 410cc Cafe. The team’s 
most surprising win was 250cc GP as 
Andy Robbins held back a slew of 
TZ250, Yamahas and their capable 
pilots. 

The Oakhill track, which rewards 
rider skill and acceleration over top 
speed, rewarded Andy with the win as 
the TZ riders could not get a shot at 
him. Bill Knotts and Steve Darley were 
the closest to Robbins. Andy picked up 
another victory when expected winner 
Jon Minnono’s Triumph broke down 
while leading 750cc Cafe. Robbins 
again beat Steve Darley (400-4 Hon) 
and Greg Thoede (Suz). Cafe 410cc is 
the private playground of Robbins and 
Mark Campise and this time it was 
Mark’s turn to show the way as he 
closed the door in front of Andry 
nearly every corner of every lap as the 
Honda thumper team scored one-two. 
Their only defeat was at the hands of 
Steve Darley (Stubblefield Hon), who 
figured that the only way to beat these 
boys is to make them chase. This he 
did, leading from the start of 655cc 
Cafe and frustrated Andy and Mark 
into a two-three finish. 

Big D Triumph-mounted Jon 
Minnono won his customary multi 
classes, but the many time National 
Champ again had to fight his way past 
Joe Patton for his most desired victory, 
in 750cc Production. With Minnono 
on the Triumph Bonneville against 
Patton’s F2 Honda, the two superstars 
of WERA racing swapped the lead at 
least once a lap until the final circuit 
when the two collided coming out of a 
hairpin allowing Minnono to once 
again move in front for the win. 
Patton was second, and newcomer to 
big-bore production racing David 
Cheek on a GS 750 Suzuki ran third. 

Open Cafe was no picnic for Jon 
Minnono either as he wheelied off the 
line at the start and gave the lead to 
Greg Thoede (GT 750 Suz) and Kevin 
Stasney (Hon). Later both grudgingly 
succumbed to Jon’s dominance as he 
slipped past for the win. Minnono 
returned once more in Open GP and 
finally got a little respect from his 
competitors as they left Jon and his 
1000cc Triple alone for the win and 
scrapped among themselves for

runner-up. TZ250 ace Benny 
Delmonico had fought his way to 
second past larger bikes, only to have 
it stolen away at the finish line by Curt 
Connell on a TZ750 Yamaha.

Prix over Benny Delmonico and Earl

Best Race of the Day honors went to 
125cc GP class as the mighty mites on 
their TA 125 Yamahas winner David 
Langley, Tommy Shields and Kevin 
Brunson, crawled all over each other 
going for the lead and the win.
